TRAVIS COUNTY RACES 

COUNTY JUDGE: SARAH ECKHARDT 

Eckhardt’s greatest strength is that she 
has been knee-deep in county work for 
many years, first as an assistant county 
attorney, and then for six years as Pet. 2 
Commissioner, working on all kinds of ini- 
tiatives to improve quality of life and mak- 
ing the county more “efficient, just, healthy, 
mobile, and green,” as her campaign mate- 
rial states. She has also clearly articulated 
progressive goals for the whole region on 
matters like transportation and the envi- 
ronment, and she’s done good spadework 
on CAMPO, building regional partnerships 
where a great deal of time and energy must 
be spent to make very slow progress. 

An endorsement of Eckhardt is not to 
disparage her opponent, Andy Brown. 
There are solid reasons why Brown has gar- 
nered the lion’s share of endorsements 
from Democratic public officials and local 
political organizations. He has a long histo- 
ry in the local party, beginning as a field- 
worker in Travis County campaigns stretch- 
ing back to Ann Richards (and notably in 
2004 as Rep. Lloyd Doggett’s campaign 
manager). As chair of the county Democratic 
Party, he helped revitalize a placid opera- 


tion, and was instrumental in increasing 
fundraising and turnout, especially in the 
county’s eastern precincts. That success 
has carried over to his ability to 
amass a sizable war chest and 
to run a smooth campaign 
with an impressive field 
operation. His broad sup- £ 
port, including visible m 
minority support (his flu- I 
ency in Spanish is a I 
bonus) reflects that he’s M 
clearly able to win friends y 
and influence people. 

Nevertheless, there are 
hard questions raised about 
both Brown’s experience and 
his insider managerial style. He 
hasn’t worked at the county itself, and 
he would take time to understand and use 
the available levers of action, or evoke 
cooperation from county staff (and county 
attorneys) long used to doing things in a 
fairly unimaginative way. On that score, a 
commissioner’s seat would have been a 
better place for Brown to learn the ropes 
before making a run for county judge. 
Our sense is that he’s been coming up 
to speed on current policy issues as the 
campaign progresses. 


The main criticism we’ve heard against 
Eckhardt is that she would rather be right 
on principle than successful in practice, 
making it difficult to build consensus either 
among her constituents or on the court. But 
that’s not an entirely true or fair representa- 
tion. During her tenure on the court she 
helped secure a majority vote, if not unani- 
mous support, on several seismic 
changes in county policy, 
including stricter groundwa- 
ter regulations, a more 
inclusive economic devel- 
Jk opment policy, and a 
R means of improving the 
county’s lackluster 
record of awarding con- 
tracts to minority- and 
women-owned business- 
es. Should she become our 
next county judge, Eckhardt 
would do well to temper her 
leadership style. At the same 
time, we recognize and applaud Eck- 
hardt’s abilities as a skilled, tough negotia- 
tor who would work in the best interest of 
the entire county. We believe the current 
court is often too easily swayed by monied 
interests, and voters would be wise to elect 
a county judge with a backbone. 

PRECINCT 2 COMMISSIONER: BRIGID SHEA 

There are three very qualified candidates 
in this race to fill the seat vacated by former 
commissioner Sarah Eckhardt: Brigid Shea, 
Richard Jung, and Garry Brown. Two of the 
candidates might find themselves in an 
equally competitive run-off - one reason the 
campaign has become more polarized in the 
final laps. Jung brings a legal resume and 
business experience, and is keen on 
addressing economic inequities in the 
county; Brown’s Democratic Party work 
and depth of knowledge about county oper- 
ations are impressive; and Shea’s lengthy 
record of activism - working on progressive 
causes ranging from environmental issues 
and affordability to education advocacy - 
has made her a leading figure in the com- 
munity. Of the three, however, Shea offers 
a formidable combination of policy and 
political skills that would benefit the entire 
court as it navigates weighty regional issues 
like water and transportation. We believe 
Shea’s demonstrated ability to bring people 
together and her capacity to reach across 
the aisle to find common ground make her 
the best of three good choices here. 

PRECINCT 4 COMMISSIONER: NO ENDORSEMENT 

We are disappointed that incumbent 
Margaret Gomez did not draw a strong 
opponent in her bid to retain the seat she 
has held since 1995. Darla Wegner, a Del 
Valle ISD trustee, filed for the Democratic 
nomination but has done little to mount 
any sort of serious campaign in this his- 
torically low-voter-turnout precinct con- 
centrated in southeast Austin and Travis 
County. That’s too bad, because Gomez 
has done little in the last four years to con- 
vince us she deserves another term. 
Though she was absent for much of the 
first part of her current term due to poor 


health, she nevertheless managed to 
secure for herself an office on the 15th 
floor of a newly renovated county building, 
literally putting her needs and desires - 
whatever those may be - above the county 
judge and fellow commissioners who 
maintain offices on the second floor. And 
we’re still not convinced, as Gomez would 
have us believe, that the fast-tracked road 
work at the Circuit of the Americas race- 
track was needed to improve economic 
development opportunities in her disad- 
vantaged precinct. No, we believe bond 
dollars - $16.6 million - were fast-tracked 
to benefit COTA, ironically at a time when 
some of her constituents were - and still 
are - trying to recover from the Halloween 
flood that devastated their Onion Creek 
neighborhood. While we cannot recom- 
mend her underqualified opponent, nei- 
ther can we lend another endorsement to 
an incumbent who appears to have become 
a careerist politician whose priorities are 
no longer those of her constituents. 

COUNTY COURT-AT-LAW #3: JOHN LIPSCOMBE 

Lipscombe was first elected to this bench 
in 2010 after spending most of his career as 
a prosecutor. While we crave more diversi- 
ty on the bench - that is, the inclusion of 
other points of view, such as those offered 
by Lipscombe’s opponent, defense attor- 
ney Paul Evans - we think Lipscombe 
should remain on the bench so that he can 
continue to work on the rehabilitative jus- 
tice programs he vowed to embrace in the 
last election. He’s instituted a night docket 
for youthful offenders and others who have 
trouble making it to the courthouse during 
regular business hours. This is a good first 
step to leveling the playing field for those 
who can afford justice and everyone else. 

COUNTY TREASURER: RAMEY KO 

In her 27 years as county treasurer, 
Dolores Ortega Carter has been a compe- 
tent office holder, fulfilling her fiduciary 
responsibilities. But Ko - an immigration 
attorney, former municipal judge and long- 
time Democratic activist - makes a con- 
vincing argument that she has allowed the 
post to become moribund. He has a point: 
How many people even know we have a 
county treasurer? He proposes new blood 
at a time when county finances will only 
become more challenging. Even as Travis 
County becomes more heavily populated, 
the inevitable result is that the city of 
Austin will incorporate its wealthiest bits, 
and leave county government to do more 
with less. Ko’s experience and proven abil- 
ity on bringing disparate groups together, 
and his understanding of both the county 
itself and its governmental entities, could 
provide vital new collaborations that can 
help fill some of the funding gaps. He will 
also be a bridge to a community that so far 
had worryingly little involvement in local 
politics. As co-founder of the Capital Area

JUSTICE OF THE PEACE, PCT. 5: HERB EVANS 

Though we admire the gumption of 
James Braxton Forrest, who has said that, if 
elected, he would use his power as JP to 
“legalize” pot use and gay marriage in 
Austin - two causes we certainly support - 
we find it difficult to imagine that this is the 
proper venue for such a stance. The job of 
JP is not a glamorous one, but an absolutely 
necessary one. This office handles civil and 
criminal matters that are very important to 
the people whose lives they impact. Evans 
is a level-headed and progressive judge and 
should be allowed to continue to improve 
the quality of justice for those who come 
before him. 

STATEWIDE 

U.S. SENATE: MAXEY SCHERR 

Five Democrats have filed in the fight to 
remove John Cornyn, but only two have 
strong reasons for taking the nomination. 
David Alameel, a Lebanese-born Army vet- 
eran and founder of Jefferson Dental 
Clinics, has the kind of personal war chest 
that can give him a real fighting chance 
against the incumbent. Maxey Scherr, on 
the other hand, is an El Paso human rights 
lawyer and single mom. Of the two, Scherr 
has more hands-on experience in political 
life and social justice; that, combined with 
her time on the staff of former U.S. Rep. 
Silvestre Reyes, gives her a head start in 
the run for Capitol Hill. The remaining 
candidates have little to sell them to vot- 
ers, and two may well be DINOs - 
Democrats in name only. Michael “Fjet” 
Fjetland ran three times as a Republican 
against Tom DeLay, while the fact that 
Google Search autofills Kesha Rogers’ 
name with “is not a democrat” should tell 
you everything you need to know about 
this Lyndon LaRouche-supporting liber- 
tarian. Similarly, Scherr has criticized 
Alameel for a history of bipartisan dona- 
tions over the years, with sizable contribu- 
tions to both Republicans and Democrats. 
However, since the 2008 election he has 
become a firm supporter of Democrats 
only, giving portions of his wealth from his 
Dallas-based dental chain to key races. If 
Scherr does win the nomination, we can 
only hope that Alameel will donate to her 
and help her dislodge Cornyn. 

U.S. REP., CD 25: MARCO MONTOYA 

Travis County is barely an afterthought 
in the 13-county, Fort Worth-anchored CD 
25, which runs from there to Wimberley. It 
was radically gerrymandered to be roughly 
70% Anglo, voted 60% for Mitt Romney, and 
is represented by auto dealer, former secre- 
tary of state, and GOP fundraiser Roger 
Williams. It will be an uphill battle for 
either Democratic candidate: former public 




health officer Montoya or attorney Stuart 
Gourd. Both bring strongly progressive 
backgrounds and attitudes to their cam- 
paigns. Gourd served as an unemployment 
hearing officer at the Workforce Commis- 
sion, and in his campaign promotes the 
public interest over corporate power. Mon- 
toya has worked in public health, environ- 
mental protection, and various higher edu- 
cation programs, and has been a congres- 
sional liaison. Either would be an immedi- 
ate improvement over the incumbent. On 
balance, we recommend Montoya as having 
a broader range of relevant experience for a 
congressional office. 

GOVERNOR: WENDY DAVIS 

It’s only February, but of course the 
Texas gubernatorial campaign is already at 
full throttle - seemingly debating every- 
thing but the issues most important in the 
lives of Texans. That explains in part Sen. 
Davis’ determination to reclaim the narra- 
tive this week, by talking forcefully 
about public schools and public 
health care, the two issues that 
most propelled her into this 
uphill challenge against 
the deep-pocketed, brand- 
tested Attorney General 
Greg Abbott. Her cam- 
paign thus far has not 
been exactly smooth 
sailing; the uproar over 
her imprecise but legiti- 
mately rags-to-riches bio 
has been much ado about 
very little, but it has also 
exposed Davis’ somewhat inef- 
fective response to an attack that 
should have been anticipated. 

Nevertheless, Davis represents not only 
the Democrats’ best hope to upset the long- 
standing statewide GOP domination, but 
the best pathway toward shifting the public 
discussion back toward the neglected 
ground of state service of the public wel- 
fare. Her stout defense of public education, 
in company with her legendary defense of 
women’s health care and reproductive 
rights, rightfully made her a statewide and 
even national hero, while her opponent 
(pleading attorney-client privilege) refuses 
even to discuss public education and stout- 
ly defends the frankly extremist GOP anti- 
abortion positions. 

Like most mainstream Texas Democrats, 
Davis is not uniformly “progressive” - for 
example, her recent call for open carry of 
handguns has been her consistent position, 
though it’s nuanced by “local control” that 
would still mean more guns everywhere. 
It’s likely that other policies she’ll promote 
will be tough for some Dems to swallow; but 
consider the alternative. With Lt. Governor 
candidate Sen. Leticia Van de Putte, Davis 
represents the strongest hope for a truly 
substantive political conversation about the 
real needs of Texans, and possibly a genera- 
tional shift to the left in Texas politics. 

Retired photographer and longtime 
Latino activist Reynaldo “Ray” Madrigal 
is also on the ballot, though he’s not even

attempting a serious campaign. In this 
instance, he might serve to bring a few 
more Hispanic voters to the polls - and 
provide an excuse to issue a formal 
endorsement of Wendy Davis. She’s been 
a terrific senator; she’ll make a great gov- 
ernor of Texas. 

LIEUTENANT GOVERNOR: LETICIA VAN DE PUTTE 

It’s rare that we endorse in an uncon- 
tested primary - after all, it’s a done deal. 
But in this case, we’ll make an exception. 
While national attention has fixated on Van 
de Putte’s colleague from Fort Worth, 
gubernatorial candidate Wendy Davis, the 
San Antonio senator has a serious chance at 
taking the state’s second most powerful 
office. In some ways, the lite guv race is 
more important than the governor’s any- 
way, since the post also entails becoming 
president of the senate. As a Democrat run- 
ning a GOP-dominated Senate, Van de 
Putte would be juggling some extremely 
angry cats. But few would be more quali- 
fied. After all, she has maintained 
her district, with its major mili- 
tary population, as a 
Democratic stronghold, not 
least because she has 
translated her solidly 
Democratic values in a 
way that has attracted 
centrist voters. There is 
also iron beneath the vel- 
vet glove. It was Van de 
Putte’s now-famous words 
at the end of the abortion 
restriction debate - “At 
what point must a female senator 
raise her hand or her voice to be recog- 
nized?” - that stirred protesters to their feet 
and put Texas’ repressive legislation and 
culture of legislative misogyny under the 
national spotlight. Yet she is also a staunch 
defender of process, tradition, and fairness 
in Senate operations. Under Van de Putte, 
we can honestly see the upper chamber 
returning to the collegiate atmosphere of 
restrained diplomacy that, until recently, 
defined its approach to lawmaking. 

AGRICULTURE COMMISSIONER (DEM): 

HUGH FITZSIMONS 

In a race marked by hucksterism and 
hyperbole, Fitzsimons has distinguished 
himself by his experience and earnestness. 
The third-generation rancher became a 
vocal advocate for climate change policy 
after surviving the 2011 drought. That led 
him to the Wintergarden Groundwater Con- 
servation District in the Eagle Ford Shale, 
where he fought for environmental sanity 
amidst the state’s fracking boom. The 
Agriculture Commissioner acts as the chief 
ambassador of a $106 billion industry, 
administers the state school lunch program, 
and regulates pesticides and fuel pumps. 
It’s a serious job that requires a sober 
approach. Kinky Friedman’s pro-pot popu- 
lism may be entertaining, but Texas 
deserves a commissioner who’s not just 
blowing smoke. 


AGRICULTURE COMMISSIONER (REP): 

TOMMY MERRITT 

There are many ways in which we dis- 
agree with former Republican State Rep. 
Tommy Merritt. His views on prayer in 
school, on open carry, and on gay marriage 
are antithetical to every position we hold. 
But, at the same time, Merritt was a con- 
scientious thorn in his party’s side. He 
repeatedly pushed to cut back on dark 
money in elections, helped remove the 
repressive Speaker Tom Craddick in 2007, 
openly challenged his own party’s 
attempts to ignore procedure during the 
2009 Voter ID debate, and resisted the Tea 
Party revolution in 2010. Inevitably, he 
paid the political price. Merritt is a firm 
believer in collaborative process, and his 
decades of experience in the Lege will par- 
lay into an understanding of how to bring 
all parties together. Make no mistake - 
this is a critical time for Texas agriculture. 
The statewide drought has almost com- 
pletely slaughtered the beef industry, and 
now water-hungry crops like rice and cot- 
ton seem set to follow. Of all the GOP chal- 
lengers - Merritt’s former House colleague 
Sid Miller, former Republican Party of 
Texas Executive Director Eric Opiela, and 
Uvalde Mayor J. Allen Carnes - Merritt 
seems most likely to take the post seri- 
ously in these catastrophic times, and 
bring all voices to the table. Most impor- 
tantly, it will also be a refreshing change 
to have a statewide officeholder who is 
interested in the job they have, rather 
than turning it into a stepping stone to 
higher office. 

RAILROAD COMMISSIONER: STEVE BROWN 

This marks the first time in several elec- 
tion cycles that we have not endorsed Dale 
Henry in a Democratic primary race for a 
seat on the Railroad Commission. (Despite 
its name, this is the agency that regulates 
the state’s oil and gas industry.) As with 
other statewide offices, Democrats face 
long odds when running for a seat on the 
Railroad Commission, and Henry has lost 
each of his consecutive attempts. Henry 
has again launched another minimally 
funded campaign, but we believe Steve 
Brown gives Dems their best shot at break- 
ing the Republican stronghold on the com- 
mission. What Brown lacks in oil and gas 
experience he makes up for in working 
knowledge of politics and government. 
The former Fort Bend Democratic Party 
chair has worked on the campaigns and in 
the offices of U.S. Rep. Sheila Jackson 
Lee, state Sen. Rodney Ellis, Rep. 
Sylvester Turner, and then-U.S. Senate 
candidate Ron Kirk. He’s the only candi- 
date who openly supports an aggressive 
review of wastewater injection wells to 
determine if they are indeed the cause of 
earthquakes in North Texas; Republicans 
are largely dismissive of the mere sugges- 
tion of such a link. Brown is also the only 
candidate from either party willing to take 
a fresh approach to balancing the state’s 
energy productivity with sustainable 
energy policies. ■

PROPOSALS THAT WILL HURT 

Dear Editor, 

Austin is divided into four parts. Two features 
cut completely through the city and must be 
crossed to get from one part to the other, and 
the points at which they can be crossed are lim- 
ited in number. These features are the Colorado 
River, which cleaves the city from east to west, 
and 1-35, which slices it from north to south. 
Crossing points of these features create traffic 
choke-points every day, and if anything happens 
to any of these roadways during the morning or 
afternoon rush hour, gridlock ensues. 

If you live or spend a lot of time in the south- 
east quadrant of the city, there are a couple of 
things you should be paying attention to. There 
are two proposals presently under consideration 
which will, if enacted, negatively impact your 
access to the rest of Austin. One is the closing 
of Woodland Avenue where it crosses under 1-35, 
and the other is the closing of two of the four 
lanes of Pleasant Valley Road where it crosses 
the Colorado River on Longhorn Dam. Neither of 
these proposals is being widely publicized, but if 
you live in southeast Austin and routinely travel 
to other parts of the city, you can easily see the 


potential for chaos if either of these proposals 
were to go through. If they both are approved, the 
whole is worse than the sum of their parts. 

These proposals are being made by different 
parties for independent reasons, but our City 
Council is aware of both of them. I urge you to 
contact your council members and let your feel- 
ings be known if you are, as I am, concerned by 
the worsening of the already horrific traffic prob- 
lems on the surface streets of southeast Austin 
that would be brought about by these changes.

SH 45 Toll Road Hawks Back in the Driver's Seat

Well, at least no one can accuse Gerald 
Daugherty of backpedaling on a campaign 
pledge. The Precinct 3 Travis County com- 
missioner convinced Southwest Austin vot- 
ers in 2012 that he would get a Southwest 
Austin toll road built come hell or 
highly environmentally sensi- 
tive drinking water. 

So far, he’s doing a mas- 
terful job of following 
through on his promise 
to lead the charge on 
building State Highway 
45 Southwest. On Mon- 
day, he delivered a big 
chunk of that pledge by 
shepherding a vote by the 
Capital Area Metropolitan 
Planning Organization board 
to fast-track construction of the 
four-lane toll road across the Barton 
Springs segment of the Edwards Aquifer. 
The road plan has been on and off the front 
burner for more than 20 years, but Daugherty 
and other “build-it” strategists figured out 
how to speed up the process by removing 
federal dollars - and prying federal eyes - 
from the project. Instead, the regional toll 


road authority will shift $8.6 million in state 
dollars from the proposed US 183 South toll 
project to help finance SH 45. And federal 
dollars originally designated for SH 45 will 
be shifted over to the 183 project. The 
money swap will allow road offi- 
cials to bypass those annoying 
and time-consuming federal 
environmental require- 
ments, and instead follow 
the state’s more relaxed 
environmental regs.

As Daugherty told 
the Statesman’s Ben 
m Wear, “You don’t want the 
[federal] environmental 
r process because of the 
lengthy time frame it takes to 
comply with all of that. You can do 
it with the state process and have it be just 
as good a project.” (Uh huh. We’ve heard the 
“just-as-good” argument before.) “While 
I’m still in office,” Daugherty told Wear, “I 
want to see the first blade of grass moved.” 
The 3.6-mile stretch of proposed asphalt 
would link the south end of MoPac to FM 


1626 and would largely benefit Hays County 
commuters. To that end, Hays County 
Commissioner and CAMPO Board Chair 
Will Conley served as Daugherty’s co-pilot 
in crafting the funding switch. The road 
project would also siphon about $15 million 
from Travis County taxpayers and some $5 
million from Hays County. 

A number of developers are also pinning 
their hopes on the road deal, as are resi- 
dents of the Shady Hollow neighborhood in 
Southwest Austin, who are hoping the toll 
road would relieve congestion on Brodie 
Lane. On the other hand, the Austin City 
Council has symbolically given the road a 
thumbs down by removing SH 45 from the 
Imagine Austin comprehensive plan. 

The CAMPO vote was 16-2, with City 
Council Members Chris Riley and Bill Spel- 
man casting the only dissenting votes. Save

On Friday, an appeals court ruled in favor of a 
group of Austin police officers who alleged age 
discrimination in the 2009 merger of the parks 
and airport forces with the Austin Police 
Department. The court agreed that the merger 
unfairly targeted cops older than 40 by not tak- 
ing into account years of service in setting rank 
and pay. The city has not announced whether 
they will appeal to the Texas Supreme Court. 

A major shake-up at the University of Texas: In 
a surprise announcement, UT System Chancellor 
Francisco Cigarroa will be stepping down after 
five years leading the state’s top university body. 

The Court of Criminal Appeals has denied a 
request by death row inmate Larry Swearingen 
to conduct DNA testing on a length of pantyhose 
used to strangle Melissa Trotter in 1998. The 
court ruled that in order to obtain DNA testing, 
Swearingen would first have to prove there is 
DNA on the murder weapon that could be tested. 

In an interview with the Dallas Morning News edi- 
torial board, Democratic guv candidate Wendy 
Davis said she would support legalizing medi- 
cal marijuana and would consider measures to 
decriminalize pot possession. Should the state 
legalize weed? On that, she said, she remains 
undecided. 

U.S. District Judge Orlando Garcia heard argu- 
ments Wednesday in a suit seeking to bar Texas 
from enforcing its constitutional ban on same- 
sex marriage. The case was filed on behalf of 
same-sex couples, including a pair of Austinites 
legally wed in Massachusetts. Regardless of the 
outcome, the suit is expected to land in the 5th 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals.

Our Springs Alliance Director Bill Bunch 
spoke in opposition to the road that SOS and 
other environmental groups, not to mention 
any number of elected officials, have opposed 
since the Eighties. Riley said Wednesday that 
it looked as though CAMPO board members 
(most of whom hail from fast-growing, subur- 
ban counties) were ready to pass the item with 
no discussion. That’s when he weighed in to 
ask about the environmental study. “They said 
the state study would be just as robust as the 
federal study,” Riley said. “But I don’t know if 
that’s the case. I think for those of us who are 
concerned about this area, it’s up to all of us to 
keep a very close eye on the environmental 
process as it unfolds and make sure that it is as 
rigorous as it should be.” 

In a Feb. 10 memo to Council prior to the 
CAMPO meeting that night, city Trans- 
portation Director Robert Spillar noted staffs 
disagreement with CAMPO’ s proposed trans- 
fer of federal funds. “This request, if approved, 
would essentially ‘defederalize’ the SH 45(SW) 
project, and in doing so, a full federal environ- 
mental process would not necessarily be con- 
ducted. It is laudable that TxDOT has contin- 
ued to commit to perform a federally compliant 
environmental process but should funds run 
short, or circumstances change, it may not be 
entirely possible.” A study conducted by the 
state, Spillar warned, “may not be as rigorous 
or robust as the requirements of the federal 
National Environmental Policy Act procedures, 
and the City has a policy to support a compre- 
hensive review and careful consideration of 
infrastructure improvements in this environ- 
mentally sensitive area.” 

Time’s A Wastin’ 

According to SOS Alliance’s account of the 
meeting, Riley’s questioning elicited responses 
from Daugherty and outgoing Travis County 
Judge Sam Biscoe that suggested the vote to 
shift funds was necessary before the March 4 
primary, which will more clearly determine the 
political direction of the Commissioners Court 
in 2014, when two new members - a county 
judge and a Precinct 2 commissioner - will join 
the court. The two Democratic county judge 
candidates, Andy Brown and Sarah Eckhardt, 
both oppose construction of SH 45, as do two of 
the three Pet. 2 hopefuls, Brigid Shea and 
Garry Brown. Richard Jung has not taken a 
position on the road. 

Former County Judge Bill Aleshire, who 
lives in Shady Hollow and who has been lob- 
bying for years to get SH 45 built, also hap- 
pens to support two of the candidates opposed 
to the toll road - Shea, a longtime environmen- 
tal activist, and Andy Brown, whom he said he 
supported before Eckhardt announced her 
candidacy. He said, “I am aware of Brigid and 
Andy’s shorthand positions on SH 45, and 
obviously I disagree with them. But I do not 
believe any candidate who gets elected can 
just ignore the catastrophic traffic impact the 
lack of the SH 45 link has caused to my Shady 
Hollow neighborhood. Ostrich position ain’t 
gonna work.” 

Of course, when it comes to traffic, there’s no 
guarantee that SH 45 is gonna work either. ■

Driving on Thin Ice 

SNOW DAYS REVEAL A LOT ABOUT OUR ROADS, AND ABOUT OUR OTHER INFRASTRUCTURE

It doesn’t take much to bring Austin to a 
grinding halt: barely freezing tempera- 
tures and a little bit of precipitation. On 
four days in the last two weeks - Jan. 24 
and 28, and Feb. 7 and 11 - what is argu- 
ably America’s most vibrant urban economy 
shut down due to frozen roads. Don’t blame 
bad drivers. To misquote James Carville, 
it’s the infrastructure, stupid. 

The problem is not one of weather. It’s 
road design. It’s a very simple issue, one 
that crops up every year to a greater or 
lesser degree. Look at a map: Austin’s 
urban core is basically a box, locked in 
between 183 to the north, 1-35 on the east, 
Ben White to the south, and MoPac on the 
west. Now look at the intersections: long, 
looping, elevated junctions. The junction 
of 183 and 1-35 is a vertigo sufferer’s night- 
mare, seemingly the result of an all-night 
brainstorming session between the Jetsons 
and the design team at Schlitterbahn. In 
most years, and in most weather condi- 
tions, it’s not an issue. But you get a cross- 
wind, and freezing rain, and they become a 
better bobsled run than anything you’ve 
seen at the Sochi Olympics. 

At 8:15am on Jan. 28 - the day of the 
biggest freeze and most closures - APD 
issued a list of road closures, and it was 
very telling. It was junction, overpass, 
bridge, junction, overpass, bridge. And 
there’s no playing the “bad drivers” card. No 
one can drive on frozen roads. Austin resi- 
dents from northern states were often the 
first ones to say, you know what? I’m not 
risking a crash on black ice. 

For people who drive to work or school on 
surface roads only, it was generally no big 
deal. But for anyone who has to take or 
even cross a highway, it became dangerous 
to nearly impossible. That’s why AISD, the 
Travis County and city of Austin government 
offices, UT-Austin, all the surrounding state 
and private colleges, and many state agen- 
cies either closed or started late. 

Particularly frustrating for those who 
depend on public transit, on the coldest day 
Capital Metro reduced its service to a 
Saturday schedule. They cited guidance 


from the city’s Homeland Security and 
Emergency Management office, but it 
seemed counterintuitive to restrict public 
transportation on a day when the smart 
plan was to get people out of their cars. 

The most useful public information 
resource - as is becoming increasingly com- 
mon in these situations - has been the 
Twitter feed of APD Chief Art Acevedo. 
Never the world’s biggest fan of Austin driv- 
ers (when asked early in his tenure what he 
thought about driving 
conditions here, you 
could hear the eye- 
rolling), his advice 
was consistently 
pretty simple. Slow 
down, keep your dis- 
tance, and if you 
don’t have to go out, 
don’t. On the final 
day of the big freeze, 

Acevedo pointed to 
that unavoidable 
road design problem, 
tweeting, “We have 
reports of a vehicle 
spinning out due to 
icy rdwy @ 45 & 

183. Use caution in 
the area. @Austin_ 

Police now assessing 
elevated rdwys.” 

Let’s be honest. 

Austin just isn’t used 
to this. While what 
we saw was nothing 
like what snow-grid locked Atlanta endured, 
we deal with freezing temperatures only 
slightly more often than Iowa contends with 
tsunamis. Well, up to now, that is. Four days 
of closed roads - gee, that almost sounds 
like the climate is changing. Yet by Feb. 11, 
it really felt like local government was get- 
ting a little too gun-shy about opening, and 
the complaints began. While Acevedo’s 
tweets provided useful information, 
Austinites were sharing ironic pictures of 
tipped over cups of ice. The anonymous 
@aisdclosures parody account became a 


minor social media phenomenon, live-tweet- 
ing from the AISD weather bunker about the 
peril of fine mists and clearing roads with 
margarita salt. 

Part of the problem was how the informa- 
tion about closures and delays was deliv- 
ered, particularly for schools. There is no 
perfect way to contact every parent, but 
AISD and other districts did their best 
through a combination of Twitter, email, and 
text. The big issue was the belated decision- 
making, with families 
already en route to 
campuses when the 
final announcements 
reached them. 
Pflugerville ISD 
Superintendent Alex 
Torres publicly apolo- 
gized for the drip-drip- 
drip of information. In 
a statement, he said, 

“I regret that we did 
not make the decision 
to delay or close 
school earlier, and I 
sincerely apologize to 
our students, parents, 
and staff members.” 
That sentiment was 
echoed by Round Rock 
ISD Superintendent 
Steve Flores, whose 
ears were the only 
thing burning in his dis- 
trict as parents vented 
their frustrations. Via 
email, he said he understood that “many of 
our dedicated employees and students were 
already making their way to school and work 
in deteriorating driving conditions.” 

And an important coda. For every salaried 
employee who got the day off, there was an 
hourly worker who didn’t get paid, or a con- 
struction worker still freezing on a 
Downtown shell, or a parent suddenly 
scrambling for child care. When the final 
economic impact study of how this winter 
affected Austin is finished, someone better 
factor in those real hardships. ■

With less than a week to go before early 
voting begins for the March primary that 
will select a slate of Democratic nominees 
for county government posi- 
tions, the unusually heated 
three-way race for the Precinct 2 
County Commissioner nomina- 
tion continues to get more and 
more contentious, with the cam- 
paigns of Brigid Shea and 
Richard Jung trading shots at 
each other’s candidates and 
campaign tactics, while Garry 
Brown has avoided the crossfire 
and hopes for a slot in what now 
looks like a probable run-off. 

This election cycle, which 
also features a competitive 
County Judge race between for- 
mer Pet. 2 Commissioner Sarah 
Eckhardt and former 
Democratic Party Chair Andy 
Brown amid a charged atmo- 
sphere of Democratic Party pol- 
itics, has some observers 
bemoaning one of the most 
divisive primaries in recent 
memory - and hoping for a 
clean end next month. 

In the Pet. 2 race, two cam- ^ 
paigns are seeking to under- i 
mine the central appeal of the * 
other. Shea, who was instru- 
mental in passing the city’s 
Save Our Springs ordinance, 
touts her “25 years of public 
service to the Austin area” on 
her website, hoping to establish 
herself as a voice of experience 
and knowledge. Jung, a charismatic, young 
immigration lawyer who’s served on city 
government committees and has the sup- 
port of Mayor Lee Leffingwell, touts his 
“fresh perspective” and “positive leader- 


ship.” So while Jung’s campaign hopes to 
make Shea’s long public record and ties in 
the community a liability instead of an 
asset, Shea’s campaign is ques- 
tioning the authenticity and 
integrity of Jung. 

To that end, Jung’s campaign 
has repeatedly raised questions 
about Shea’s ties to Steve and 
Ellyn Yacktman, an Austin cou- 
ple who’ve emerged as major 
donors to Shea’s campaign. In 
the first half of 2013, Ellyn 
Yacktman donated $20,000 to 
Shea, almost a fifth of what 
Shea raised during that period, 
and still the largest single dona- 
tion to Shea’s campaign. 

The problem: Steve Yacktman 
is one of the primaries behind the 
Yacktman Asset Management 
investment advisory firm. (Ellyn 
Yacktman, meanwhile, is the 
inventor of a snap-on sippy-cup 
lid for aluminum cans.) YAM and 
the Yacktmans have a number of 
associations the Jung campaign 
thinks Democratic primary vot- 
ers would find troubling. Steve 
Yacktman and his dad, Donald, 
each donated just under $10,000 
to the campaign supporting 
California’s anti-gay-marriage 
Proposition 8. They’ve also given 
big-figure donations to national 
Republicans like right-wing 
Sen. Richard Burr of North 
Carolina, Sen. Bob Bennett of 
Utah, and Sen. Scott Brown of 
Massachusetts. Closer to home, they gave 
$15,000 to Pet. 3 Commissioner Gerald 
Daugherty, the lone Republican on the com- 
missioner’s court. There’s also the fact that 
they’ve been receiving agricultural tax sub- 


sidies for the pecan trees at their home near 
Emma Long park, knocking what would be 
a hefty property tax bill down to zero. 
(Property tax issues have been a core part of 
Shea’s campaign.) 

Shea seems irritated and saddened by 
the whole issue. “We’ve known these people 
for 10 years. We know them through Little 
League,” she says, adding that her husband 
used to coach the Yacktmans’ child. “We 
never talked about politics [with them]. We 
talked about kids and baseball. We talked 
about their concern about wildfire threats. 
And about how long it took for an ambu- 
lance to get to their neighbor’s house.” 

While Shea says she was surprised to 
learn about the Yacktmans’ other political 
interests, she stresses: “I don’t want the 
family to be attacked and I feel badly if 
that’s going to happen. They’re good peo- 
ple. I think it’s outrageous that they’re try- 
ing to smear these people. It doesn’t have 
anything to do with this campaign.” 

Shea openly talks about her frustration 
with Jung’s campaign. “I think they’re kind 
of desperate, frankly. It has nothing to do 
with my 25-year history,” she says. “And it’s 
insulting to me, frankly.” 

However, Shea’s campaign is raising 
questions about Jung, too. One issue 
revolves around Jung’s spotty voting 
record. Jung previously helped run a semi- 
conductor manufacturing supply compa- 
ny, which “required me to travel about 
eight months out of the year,” he says. 
Democratic clubs, in evaluating candi- 
dates, hope for a candidate who’s voted in 
more or less every general election, party 
primary, and primary run-off - which Shea 
and Brown can both more or less boast. 
Jung, on the other hand, voted in four of 
the six general elections from 2002 to 2012, 
but did not vote in a party primary during 
that period. He reports that he registered 
to vote in Oregon for a while during that 
time, but Shea’s people say they can’t find 
evidence of that using the proprietary DNC 


database VoteBuilder. All in all, the Shea 
campaign intones, Jung’s connection to 
the precinct might be less than it appears 

- but Jung calls the matter a “red herring,” 
and says Shea’s questioning of Jung’s 
party loyalty is “pretty annoying” and 
“particularly insulting.” 

There are countless other areas of con- 
tention. One involves Travis County Sheriff 
Greg Hamilton, who’s something of a pari- 
ah among Austin progressives for what they 
feel is his overenthusiastic enforcement of 
certain immigration laws. All candidates in 
the race say they’ll work with Hamilton to 
convince him to change his policies. But 
Shea has repeatedly hinted in public forums 
that Jung’s campaign has approached 
Hamilton to tell him Shea’s been bad- 
mouthing him on the trail, presumably to 
drive a wedge between her and Hamilton. 
“The sheriff told me he had been contacted 
by my opponent’s campaign to tell him I 
had disagreed with his enforcement,” Shea 
later clarified. That’s something Jung’s 
campaign flatly and unambiguously denies 

- he calls it a “vague, weird aspersion” and 
says he’s tried to track down the source of 
the rumor without success. 

Those hoping for a swift end to a brutal 
primary face the possibility that the Pet. 2 
race will enter an also-nuclear run-off. The 
presence of Garry Brown, who’s garnered 
support among Democratic activists but has 
run a poorly funded campaign, increases 
that likelihood. 

With early voting about to start, there’s a 
new crop of fundraising reports, which show 
Shea well in the lead, again. Shea raised 
$15,840 and spent $23,290 during the period, 
and has $68,738 on hand for the rest of the 
race. Jung raised $20,570 and spent $38,585, 
leaving him with $34,618. Brown, mean- 
while, took in $1,560 and spent $3,798, and 
has only $3,835 left. - Christopher Hooks

CAMPAIGN: DAVIS RETURNS TO SCHOOL 


On the gubernatorial campaign trail this week, the subjects 
at issue were a Texas smorgasbord: public school funding, 
medical marijuana, “third-world” insults, and even more hand- 
guns for everybody. Just another week on the stump. 

In a brief press conference Monday morning outside the ACC 
Rio Grande campus, Democrat Wendy Davis called on her 
GOP opponent, Attorney General Greg Abbott, to “move to 
settle” the current public school funding lawsuit. “Now is the 
time to end this mess,” she said. “It’s time to move forward.” 
Reading from a prepared statement, Davis briefly described 
the history of the 2011 legislative spending cuts, the lawsuit 
brought by a coalition of about 600 underfunded school dis- 
tricts, and the partial restoration of school funding by the 
2013 Legislature. State Judge John Dietz has already 
declared the current state of school funding inadequate 
under the Texas constitution; he’s reviewing the 2013 legisla- 
tive decisions in anticipation of an updated ruling in the next 
month or two. “So here we are,” said Davis, “locked in a legal 
battle that everyone, except General Abbott, seems to know 
is over. He’s defending the indefensible.” 

On the campaign trail, Abbott has declined to comment on 
the lawsuit or school funding, saying he cannot do so as 


counsel to the state, obligated to defend 
state legislation. Davis noted that a lawyer 
has an obligation to counsel his client on a 
rational course of action, and concluded, 

“The simple fact is, Greg Abbott needs to 
stop this nonsense. He needs to stop 
defending the indefensible. He needs to set- 
tle this case. And, as a candidate for gover- 
nor, he needs to tell us what he’d do to 
improve our public schools.” 

Asked what such a settlement might look 
like, Davis said Abbott could recommend to 2 
the Lege that it address the “broken” school funding formulas 
- in a special session if necessary - and respond to Dietz’s 
ruling with the adequate funding for public schools. She said 
there are sufficient resources to address the problem - point- 
ing specifically to the Rainy Day Fund - and noting that Dietz 
cited “$10 billion” as a working target for adequate funding. 
Since the Legislature cut more than $5 billion from schools in 
2011, and restored only $3.4 billion in 2013, Davis said much 
work needs to be done, and it should begin with Abbott set- 
tling the suit and making recommendations to the Legislature.

In response to questions, Davis also 
defended her support for “open carry” of 
handguns - saying it should be a local 
decision, including on university campus- 
es, noting that she had proposed such an 
amendment when the open-carry legisla- 
tion was considered. She also revisited 
Abbott’s recent remark about “third- 
world” corruption along the Texas border. 
Without directly criticizing Abbott, Davis 
said public officials need to be sensitive 
in speaking about border communities. 
“Words matter,” she said, “and words have an impact.” 
(Abbott has since said he was describing corruption “wherev- 
er [it] is found,” not just in the Rio Grande Valley.) 

And in a discussion with the Dallas Morning News editorial 
board this week, Davis said medical marijuana “should be 
allowed for,” and that the state should consider decriminaliza- 
tion of minor pot possession (echoing earlier remarks by Gov. 
Rick Perry). In response, the Abbott campaign issued a 
statement reiterating the attorney general’s support for exist- 
ing drug laws. - Michael King

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City Council: Less Is 

Judging from Tuesday’s gristly work ses- 
sion, council members remain uncertain 
whether to proceed on reducing occupancy 
limits in residential neighborhoods (single- 
family zoning) from six to four unrelated 
adults. That’s Item 86, a public hearing 
that will likely be volatile, since city plan- 
ning staff is dubious of the proposal, advo- 
cates are simmering, and the issue has 
polarized neighborhood associations and 
defenders of renters, with increasingly bit- 
ter online exchanges: “bleeding neighbor- 
hoods” vs. “affordability.” 

If that’s not enough to argue over, the 
morning briefings include not only an annual 
report on economic development (Item 
58), but also the layout of proposed econom- 
ic incentive deals (Item 59) for tech compa- 
nies Websense and Dropbox, as well as 
proposed amendments to the Density 
Bonus Program for the Rainey Street district 
(Item 84). It says here one or more of those 
discussions will be punted, but expect the 
incentive proposals (open to public comment) 
to be heard, as they are time-sensitive - with 
public hearings to be set for next week’s 
meeting, Feb. 20. 

Early on (Items 17-21) there will be several 
proposals for loans to help kick-start afford- 
able housing projects, three sponsored by 
Foundation Communities and a fourth, 
mixed-use project near Lakeline Mall. Listed 
on consent, those might get ceremonial dis- 
cussion, but are unlikely to be controversial, 
as they are effectively matching funds for 
potential state Housing and Community 
Development tax credits, part of the reason 
we vote for those bonds every few years. 

On the list of council-sponsored items is 
Item 43 (Mayor Pro Tern Sheryl Cole and 
Council Member Mike Martinez), regarding 
annual fee waivers and spending authoriza- 
tion for additional police protection and 
enforcement during the SXSW Festival. 
These involve city-determined additions

above and beyond what the festival sponsors 
already pay for, but like the economic incen- 
tive packages, all such waivers are getting 
increased public scrutiny (i.e. , since Formula 
One) as alleged “corporate welfare” - so 
expect some opposition. (For the first time 
this year, the city has already capped permits 
for miscellaneous private events that piggy- 
back on the Festival; it will be interesting to 
see how well that works come March.) 

One resolution (Item 44) directs staff to 
develop a plan to help finance Homestead 
Preservation Districts (a potential bulwark 
against gentrification); another (Item 46) 
would rescind the city’s authorization for the 
Central Texas Regional Mobility Authority plan 
to build Sound Wall No. 3 in Allandale (see 
“Noise Over MoPac,” Jan. 10). Will CTRMA 
listen, or will the highway noise obscure the 
official ears?

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Shining Star: Dripping Springs Conquers Light Pollution 


If Texas seems almost mythical, that owes much to the 
immense night sky. Georgia O’Keeffe painted it just before 
daybreak as an abstract color field. Terrence Malick filmed it 
swarming with locusts; Gene Autry even sang about it in the 
film Heart of the Rio Grande. The wild blue yonder looms 
large in artistic depictions of Texas, but it’s worth noting that 
most of the examples are historical. In much of contemporary 
Texas, the sky has become a flat canvas; the “big and bright” 
stars have faded to barely perceptible dots. 

The cause is light pollution. And it’s not just a threat to 
natural beauty. According to the International Dark-Sky 
Association, light polution can affect the migratory patterns 
of wildlife, disrupt the human circadian rhythm, and pose a 
safety risk with a combination of deep shadows and blinding 
glare. The urban panoply of fixtures, illuminating indiscrimi- 
nately, is also an enormous waste of energy. 

The IDA is hoping that the city of Dripping Springs can pro- 
vide an example of how to do things better. On Feb. 11, the 
group named the town the first International Dark Sky 
Community in Texas, the sixth such designation made in the 
world. Like most Central Texas towns, Dripping Springs saw 
rapid growth in the Aughties. Concerned about the character 
of the ranching community, the local city council quickly 
adopted an Outdoor Lighting Ordinance (OLO) in 2000. The 
guidelines are not complicated - lights should be aimed 
downward and shielded, the smallest amount of light should 
be used, and light burn time should be limited. 

John Barentine, manager of the Dark Sky Places Program, 
puts it even more simply: “Good lighting policy embraces and 
promotes the philosophy that outdoor light at night should be 
used only when and where needed, and in just the amount of 
light to get the job done.” 


“Dripping Springs is leading by example,” Barentine says, 
“showing that population growth and economic development 
aren’t automatically incompatible with dark skies conserva- 
tion. Good lighting policy is something that business and 
industry can adopt with minimal impact on their bottom line; 
in fact, the business community in Dripping Springs strongly 
supports the OLO because they have realized that dark skies 
are a draw to the area, and more visitors means more tour- 
ism dollars put into the local economy.” 

Despite the strong commitment of the community, some sourc- 
es of light pollution cannot be controlled by the OLO. Dripping 
Springs is located between Austin and San Antonio; its sky is 
brightened by both. So dark skies advocates have taken the fight 
down the 1-35 corridor. Green Earth Lighting’s Cindy Luongo 
Cassidy, who led the campaign to secure IDA recognition, is 
now leading an effort to help larger cities curb wasteful outdoor 
lighting. A “better lighting” symposium in September will give 
municipalities a firsthand glance at Dripping Springs’ success. 

“There is much for Austin to learn in this lesson,” says 
Barentine. “Currently, Austin has some weak language in its 
Land Use Code about outdoor lighting adopted in 2007, but 
its requirements don’t take full effect until January 1, 2015.” A 
former resident of Austin, Barentine worked with city planners 
on the issue. “Fundamentally, I don’t see why Austin couldn’t 
have an outdoor lighting policy every bit as good as Dripping 
Springs’,” he says. “Why it does not, has more to do with poli- 
tics than anything of a practical nature. Fundamentally, it’s an 
issue of awareness. I don’t think people who live in Austin 
think about how bright the sky has become in recent years 
due to growth and uncontrolled outdoor lighting installations. 
Living in a big city doesn’t necessarily mean living under a 
bright sky at night.” - Brandon Watson

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Neighbors to TxDOT: Don’t 
Close Woodland Underpass 


A Texas Department of Transportation 
proposal to alleviate congestion along a 
South Austin stretch of Interstate 35 has 
drawn strong opposition from residents 
concerned about losing east-west vehicle 
access on Woodland Avenue. The proposal 
- one of a few options TxDOT is considering 
for the Woodland area - is part of an overall 
$2 billion project designed to increase traf- 
fic capacity on 1-35 through Travis County. 

TxDOT spokeswoman Kelli Reyna said 
the agency, along with local government 
entities, has been working for more than 
two years on the plan, which aims “to 
improve mobility along and across 1-35.” 

While mostly supportive of the overall 
project, many residents question the wis- 


dom of one element: closing the underpass 
at 1-35 and Woodland Avenue. Toni House 
is one such resident. House lives east of 1-35 
and is a member of the South River City 
Citizens Neighborhood Association and 
the East Riverside/Oltorf Combined 
Neighborhood Plan Contact Team. “My 
focus is strictly on my neighborhood,” she 
said, referring to the adverse impact of cut- 
ting off connectivity between East Travis 
Heights and West Travis Heights, which 
form the SRCC neighborhood association. 
Woodland Avenue is also the primary 
through-road that families east of 1-35 use 
to take their kids to schools or to parks. 

The proposed plan essentially “forces 
anyone wanting to travel east or west on

Woodland at 1-35 to go a mile out the way 
and sit in 1-35 traffic,” House said. 

Reyna said that the original concept 
would lower the 1-35 main lanes “such that 
there wouldn’t be clearance to keep the 
road open to vehicular traffic.” The plan 
would involve modifying ramping and main 
lane access, as well as adding auxiliary 
lanes between ramps. While the current 
plan closes off “Woodland to through traf- 
fic,” it would also “construct a bicycle and 
pedestrian-only bridge over 1-35 to main- 
tain bicycle and pedestrian connectivity,” 
Reyna said. And reconfiguring Woodland 
would address the vehicle bottleneck that 
typically forms just south of Downtown at 
Riverside, TxDOT officials say. 

It should be noted that, at this point, Reyna 
and others made it clear that closing the 
Woodland intersection, “as with all concepts 
identified in the plan,” is still very much con- 
sidered “preliminary and subject to change.” 

Reyna noted that the development pro- 
cess of the 1-35 implementation plan has 
been community-driven, with “more 
than 90 stakeholder meetings, 11 open 
house meetings, and two virtual open 
houses.” She said the plan, which was 
made available to the public in August 
2013, includes many of the improve- 
ment concepts that the community 
suggested. (For more on the 1-35 proj- 
ect, see “Reconnect Austin: Parts One 
and Two,” Jan. 17 and Jan. 31.) “Citizen 
participation and input is an important 
part in moving forward with any 
improvements on 1-35 and we welcome 
and encourage community feedback,” 
Reyna said. “We are committed to 
working with the community and 
exploring these concepts further 
before any decision is finalized.” 

In fact, because of the recent con- 
cerns from the neighborhood, TxDOT 


has developed two possible alternative 
plans, both of which would “address the 
engineering challenges associated with the 
existing 1-35 geometry without requiring the 
closure of Woodland Avenue,” Reyna said. 

As of Feb. 7, all decisions are far from 
final. The 1-35 plan delineates five phases. 
The first two - a conceptual plan and an 
implementation plan - have already been 
completed. The environmental process, 
which is included in Phase 3, “is currently 
unfunded for this portion of the corridor 
and has not started, yet. Once it starts, we 
will be able to better establish a timeline” 
for Phases 4 and 5, Reyna said. Phase 4 will 
include construction plans, right-of-way, 
and utility coordination, and Phase 5 will 
deal with letting and construction. Reyna 
said that when - or if - the environmental 
process will be funded is up in the air at this 
point, and until such funding is secure, no 
hard timeline is available. 

House noted that, at the very earliest, it’ll 
be two or three years before the project 
could get the funding in place to begin con- 
struction. While understanding that it’s 
going to be a long process, she, like other 
residents, remains optimistic. - Mac McCann

Lawyers Disagree on DNA Test Results in Skinner Case

Had the state of Texas actually safeguard- 
ed and properly preserved evidence collected 
as part of its investigation into the 1993 
slaying in Pampa of Twila Busby and her two 
grown sons, Elwin and Randy, it is unlikely 
that questions would linger about who is 
responsible for the brutal crime. 

But the state lost a key piece of evidence 
in the case - a sweat- and blood-stained 
windbreaker found near Busby’s body in the 
home she shared with her sons and her boy- 
friend, Hank Skinner. And it also failed to 
properly store additional evidence, making 
DNA testing on items impossible, according 
to Skinner’s defense team. 

Skinner, sentenced to die for the New 
Year’s Eve 1993 triple murder, has main- 
tained his innocence, saying he was passed

out on booze and pills at the time of the 
crime, and awoke to find that the family had 
been slaughtered, before fleeing the home. 

Had the state consented more than a 
decade ago to DNA testing of a number of 
items of evidence in the case - including the 
windbreaker - there is a chance the items 
would have been in better shape, or not dis- 
appeared, Skinner’s lawyers have argued. But 
the state did not agree to test any of the 
items until 2012 - after its arguments 
against allowing Skinner access to DNA test- 
ing proved unimpressive before the Court of 
Criminal Appeals. 

Several rounds of testing have now hap- 
pened, and in a two-day hearing last week in 
Gray County, lawyers for the state and for 
Skinner argued the significance of the results 
- which, of course, depends on whom you 
ask. Since the first round of testing was com- 
pleted in late 2012, the state has insisted 
that the results bolster its case against 
Skinner. His DNA was found on a knife the 
state believes was 
used in the crime, as 
well as on doorknobs, 
walls, a comforter, and 
a tennis shoe. The 
results “confirm” that 
Skinner is guilty, the 
state argues. 

Skinner’s defense 
counters that there is 
nothing definitive to 

link Skinner to the crime - and the absence 
of evidence in key places is telling, argues 
defense attorney Rob Owen of the Bluhm 
Legal Clinic at Northwestern University 
School of Law. Also significant to the defense 
are several hairs found clutched in Busby’s 
hand that do not match Skinner’s. DNA test- 
ing on the hairs revealed the profile of an 
unknown person with a maternal relationship 
to Busby, but a visual analysis of the hairs 
found them to be dissimilar to hair from 
Busby or her two sons. 

Skinner’s defense team believes the hair 
belongs to Busby’s uncle, Robert Donnell, 
who they say is likely the real murderer. Don- 
nell was seen “stalking” Busby at a party the 
night she was murdered and he left the party 
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Hank Skinner 



shortly after she did. 
He has since died. 
Indeed, a witness was 
set to testify last week 
that the windbreaker 
lost by the state - of which only photos 
remain - was in fact Donnell’s. Owen also 
sought to introduce testimony about how that 
windbreaker, visibly splattered with blood and 
stained with sweat, could have been tested 
for DNA. The state fought inclusion of the 
testimony and Judge Steven Emmert agreed 
it would not be considered. Only recently has 
the Legislature amended state law to require 
the long-term preservation of any evidence 
that may contain biological evidence. 

At this juncture, the question before the 
court is not whether Skinner is in fact inno- 
cent, but whether it is reasonably likely he 
would have been acquitted if the DNA testing 
had been completed and the results provided 
to his jury. - Jordan Smith

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Students Protest UT’s Ties to Accenture 


Several hundred protesters took to the 
streets in a demonstration Friday, Feb. 7, to 
call on UT administrators to cut further ties 
with consulting firm Accenture and halt the 
implementation of “Shared Services," a 
cost-saving pilot program that threatens to 
eliminate 500 jobs. 

One of several recent actions led by a 
coalition of student and com- 
munity organizations opposing 
Shared Services, the protest 
began with a rally, after which 
demonstrators marched across 
campus. Frequent stops were 
made as marchers danced, 
flash mob-style, to an 
Accentu re-rejecting adaptation 
of the Jackson 5’s “ABC.” 

Sophia Poitier, philosophy 
senior and University work- 
study employee, was among 
the speakers at the rally. From 
where she stood at the foot of o 
the UT Tower, Poitier motioned * 
to the words inscribed above %. 
the main entrance: “Ye shall * 
know the truth and the truth 
shall make you free.” 

“I think that this university has some really 
great ideas,” Poitier said. “When I look at my 
university ... I don’t want to see a place 
where we are plucking workers out like 
they’re expendable, like they don’t matter to 
students. I interact with staff every single 
day. They are part of my education.” 

Bianca Hinz-Foley, a student activist 
behind many protests against the program, 
said any relationship with Accenture after its 
controversial history with Shared Services at 
the University of Michigan is irresponsible at 
best. (See “Shared Services or Shared Suffer- 
ing,” Jan. 24.) “There are more than enough 
reasons to discontinue any further relationship 
with Accenture and to halt any plans they had 
a hand in shaping, including the Shared 


Services pilots,” Hinz-Foley said. She said 
she’s met at length with UT staff to discuss 
their concerns and that many workers have 
privately expressed fears of losing their jobs. 

As these students, faculty, and community 
members have continued protesting UT’s rela- 
tionship with Accenture, UT Chief Financial 
Officer Kevin Hegarty has maintained his 


position that there is no direct relationship with 
Accenture at this time. Hegarty most recently 
addressed this topic in a public document sub- 
mitted to the UT Faculty Council in response 
to a Faculty Council resolution regarding the 
Shared Services program. The resolution out- 
lined requests for UT to disclose information 
such as a list of the university units that volun- 
teered to undergo a Shared Services pilot, reg- 
ular reports on the pilot implementation, and 
specifics regarding the role of Accenture. 


In his responses to the resolution, Hegarty 
addressed each of the eight requests, includ- 
ing a statement of UT’s past and current 
involvement with Accenture. 

“There is no current contractual engage- 
ment of Accenture as of February 6, 2014,” 
Hegarty wrote in his response to Faculty 
Council Chair Hillary Hart. “The Shared 
Services Project Team will likely want to 
engage the assistance of a consulting firm 
as part of its piloting of 
shared services. Those servic- 
es will be procured through a 
UT Austin-sponsored competi- 
tive bidding process.” 

Hart said given that the 
response came just over a 
week after the council 
released its resolution, she 
was satisfied with its contents. 
“You know, there’s a lot of pas- 
sion around this subject,” Hart 
said. “I think the unions are 
especially passionate - they 
see it as losing jobs and ruin- 
ing lives, but I think it’s not 
that simplistic. Life wasn’t that 
great anyway what with the 
budget cuts.” 

Though a representative 
from the UT Staff Council was not avail- 
able for comment, Hart said that from her 
interactions with representatives of staff, 
she has learned that staff members have 
many varying perspectives regarding the pro- 
gram. “Something that bothers me about 
some of my colleagues is they claim to 
know what’s good for staff,” Hart said. “I 
just hope we can proceed carefully, cau- 
tiously, and with good faith.”

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Were you invited to the big doings in 
Davos? You know, the annual powwow of 
power elites held in that posh resort town in 
the Swiss Alps. The World Economic 
Forum, as it’s formally called, brings together 
a bunch of corporate chieftains, the heads of 
state from various countries, an 
A-list of entertainment spar- 
klies, and a horde of econo- 
mists, consultants, and lesser 
politicos trying to get noticed. 

The theme of this year’s 
wine, dine, and shine show 
was: “The Reshaping of the 
World.” How modest is that? 

But you can’t expect modesty 
from an event that’s been dubbed “a velvet- 
rope club for the 1 percent of the 1 percent” 
- or, as Boris Johnson, the mayor of London 
once put it: “a constellation of egos involved 
in massive mutual orgies of adulation.” 

Maybe that’s why the big news from Davos 
this year was not who attended, but the plati- 
num-level biggies who spurned the invite, 
such as Warren Buffett, along with the 


head honchos of Apple, Facebook, and 
Google. It seems that many are put off by the 
declining level of speakers and panelists. 

As if to emphasize that decline, the forum 
organizers even brought in Gov. Rick “Oops” 
Perry of Texas to be on a health care panel. 

Now that’s industrial-strength 
chutzpah! After 14 years as 
governor, Perry’s state still has 
a fourth of its people with no 
health insurance, the ugliest 
performance of all 50 states. 
Indeed, if Davos attendees 
need an example of how a pub- 
lic official who enjoys govern- 
ment-paid health care can so 
crassly deny any coverage to millions of the 
less fortunate, Perry’s their man. 

Adding to the forum’s unintended satire of 
elites-without-a-clue, a major subtheme this 
year was how to address economic inequali- 
ty. One way would be to invite at least one 
person who’s on the receiving end of 
inequality - maybe one of Rick Perry’s 
uninsured constituents.

Locavores planting seeds for the next phase of urban agriculture by anna toon 
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Landscape architect Mitchell 
Wright and permaculture 
designer Chris Sanchez created 
a conceptual plan for the 
proposed East Feast Festival 
Beach Food Forest. 


As green initiatives increase in populari- 
ty, the city of Austin maintains a complex 
relationship with urban agriculture. Many 
urban farm advocates viewed the controver- 
sial update to the urban farm code - which 
failed to include a proposed provision allow- 
ing for the processing of animals in single- 
family zoning - as a step back from sustain- 
ability. Then there are the new plans for 
Austin’s first indoor farmers’ market - 
planned for 1100 East Fifth Street and 
facilitated by a potential $333,829 city loan 
to development group 11E5 LLC - which 
have left at least some local farmers won- 
dering if the city cares more for developers 
than producers. However, as farmers navi- 
gate the changing landscape, community 
organizers and grassroots activists are rally- 
ing around a new wave of guerrilla garden- 
ing - a food forest - in hopes of cultivating 


community growth and empowerment 
while increasing access to healthy food. 

Modeled after the Beacon Food Forest in 
Seattle, the proposed East Feast Festival 
Beach Food Forest pilot project is slated for 
the south side of the Festival Beach Com- 
munity Garden, just east of 1-35 at Waller 
Avenue and Clermont Street on the north 
shore of Lady Bird Lake. Roughly 2.15 acres 
of land would be reimagined into an edible 
landscape, complete with fruit trees, a but- 
terfly garden, kids’ play structures, and a 
stormwater wetland filtration system, in addi- 
tion to other features. Though hardly a new 
concept - there’s a 2,000-year-old food forest 
in the Moroccan desert - a food forest will 
certainly be new to Austin, providing an addi- 
tional layer of sustainable food production. 

The idea took shape in the fall of 2012 as a 
result of community conversations initiated 


by the Parks and Recreation Department as 
part of the 90-acre Holly Shores/Edward 
Rendon Sr. Park at Festival Beach Master 
Plan. Holly neighborhood resident Elizabeth 
Walsh, concerned that the needs of the neigh- 
borhood were not being addressed, attended 
public meetings and began having conversa- 
tions with her neighbors about the plans for 
the area. Residents indicated a strong inter- 
est in passive, edible landscaping. 

A Palatable Landscape 

For Walsh, one of the greatest joys of the 
food forest project has been seeing the way 
it inspires such a diverse range of people, 
from neighborhood seniors to environmen- 
tal justice advocates looking for ways to 
expand food access. The East Feast 
Coalition came to fruition in November 
2012 when 20 people representing different 


parts of an emerging sustainable food sys- 
tem in East Austin gathered in Walsh’s 
backyard. These groups included the 
Festival Beach Community Garden, the 
East Side Compost Pedallers, Urban 
Patchwork, HOPE Farmers Market, and 
Sustainable Food Center, among other 
groups and individual community mem- 
bers. Once established, the coalition began 
working with PARD to include edible land- 
scaping in the master plan. As a result, 
“Community access to healthy foods 
through sustainable community agricul- 
ture” appears as one of the top nine priori- 
ties in the proposed final plan; specifically, 
the recommendation calls for sustainable 
edible landscaping near the Festival Beach 
Community Garden. 

In preparation for the food forest, the 
city’s Community Transformation Mini- 
Grant through the Sustainable Urban 
Agriculture & Community Gardens 
Program supported a series of public out- 
reach and engagement sessions last sum- 
mer. The first three were Bus-Stop Garden 
Parties where organizers and attendees 
gathered to build wicking bed gardens and 
bus benches for the 21/22 bus line near Metz 
Elementary. The sessions culminated in an 
Aug. 11, 2013, design workshop attended by 
more than 50 community members at the 
nearby Rebekah Baines Johnson Center, an 
independent living facility run by nonprofit 
Austin Geriatric Center; the food forest will 
join the Festival Beach Community Garden 
in complementing and supporting the RBJ 
food pantry. Landscape architect Mitchell 
Wright, along with permaculture designer 
Chris Sanchez created the final plan for the 
forest; the entire collection of ideas from 
the meeting were arranged within the plan. 
Wright is working pro bono on the project. 
“It was a beautiful challenge for me to 
assemble the master plan with so many 
wonderful, spirited ideas,” he says. “I was 
just the fortunate one that got the opportu- 
nity to draw it up.” Next steps for the site 
include soil testing and completion of the 
permitting process. East Feast is aiming for 
an April dig-in date. 

Though often perceived as a more feral 
form of a community garden, a food forest 
is actually highly organized, made up of 
tiers or families of plants with a symbiotic 
relationship, naturally contributing to a 
healthier, more productive ecosystem. 
These tiers, referred to as guilds, are inte- 
gral to the overall health of the food for- 
est as each component (soil, microbes, 
insects, birds, etc.) is essential. If done 
correctly, a food forest should be self- 
sustaining without the use of fungicides, 
pesticides, or herbicides. 

Though the specifics are not nailed down, 
the idea is that people will have open access 
to what is grown on the site. Aided by edu- 
cational signage to help people know what 
is available to eat and when, the concept is, 
more or less, “take what you will eat today.” 
The community-supported forest is expect- 
ed to be dense enough and to flourish suf- 
ficiently to provide food products on a regu- 
lar basis. According to Walsh, “Permaculture 
is more than gardening; it’s a philosophy, a

style of living that is in harmony with the 
natural environment, a recipe book, and a 
medicine chest. Permaculture strives to re- 
create and/or augment natural patterns and 
systems that are already in place and pre- 
date us. It offers alternative economics of 
natural and social systems instead of impos- 
ing unnatural controls on our landscape 
that rely on artificial and often wasteful 
practices to sustain.” 

Reconnecting With Food 

The food forest is certainly ambitious, 
but with an almost 50-person waitlist for the 
Festival Beach Community Garden, the 
idea has thus far received 
widespread community 
support. Unlike the city’s 
recent updates to the 
urban farm code, which 
polarized a community, 
most people seem to 
agree that innovative 
agriculture in public 
spaces is a good thing. 

One of the most outspo- 
ken groups against the 
proposed urban farm 
code, PODER, or People 
Organized in Defense of 
Earth and her Resources, endorses the food 
forest effort. In a letter of support, PODER 
board chair Janie Rangel writes, “Since the 
Holly Shores public process began, many 
neighborhood residents have been working 
with a growing movement to develop the 
food forest concept. Our public land can 
support much more public produce. Edible 
landscaping can help people reconnect with 
the source of their food.” 

If all goes well, the pilot forest will even- 
tually expand, using underutilized spaces 
for edible landscaping and other beautifica- 
tion projects. “As we learn from our pilot 
project, we anticipate that there will be 
many opportunities to expand the food for- 
est, or food forest patches, throughout the 
rich soil and wonderful parkland north and 
south of Lady Bird Lake,” Wright says. “We 
have heard an overwhelming consensus 


among neighbors and stakeholders that we 
hope to preserve the natural beauty and 
tranquility of this treasured parkland.” 

The master plan was initially on the 
agenda for a Jan. 30 vote, but City Council 
postponed action until Feb. 27 to allow time 
for more community outreach. Though the 
forest is just one component of the larger 
plan, the Council meeting will include an 
opportunity for public comment, and East 
Feasters are asking those who support the 
food forest to tell Council why it is essential 
to the area. Says Walsh, “There are many 
reasons to grow food in the city: food secu- 
rity, food justice, building healthy commu- 
nities, recreation, build- 
ing skills, saving seed, 
providing wildlife habitat 
... As the cost of living 
and populations rise, 
making the most use of 
available land to produce 
more food locally will 
become increasingly 
important.” 

Fundraising is also a 
priority, and East 
Feasters are currently 
scouting crowd-sourced 
fundraising campaigns 
and business partnerships. Eric Goff, co- 
founder of East Side Compost Pedallers, 
has already pledged his support to the proj- 
ect. “The food forest is a visionary educa- 
tional opportunity that aligns beautifully 
with our mission to increase soil fertility 
and access to healthy food in Austin. As a 
show of support, the Compost Pedallers will 
be donating as much compost as we can to 
help get the project started,” he says. 

While a food forest won’t take the place of 
better jobs for decent pay, like plant guilds 
whose cooperative work helps build a pro- 
ductive microecosystem, East Feast is cer- 
tainly a step in the right direction. Says 
Wright, “Remember that this project is not 
just about food but about building relation- 
ships in the community; these go hand in 
hand - brothers and sisters finding com- 
mon ground in fresh food abundance.” ■

own. Capistran’s work is on view currently at 2 
the University of Texas in two exhibitions, both 
curated by Rose Salseda, a Ph.D. candidate in 
Art History. In the Visual Arts Center’s “What We Want, What We Believe: Towards a Higher Fidelity,” the artist riffs philoso- 
pher Albert Camus and Black Panther Huey PNewton off each other, sustaining and suggesting a revolutionary politics that 
isn’t romanticized or forsaken. In the Warfield Center for African and African American Studies’ ISESE gallery, Capistran’s work 
is placed in correlation with that of Austin photographer Ricky Yanas. The Chronicle called Capistran to talk about politics, his- 
tory, and community.

Austin Chronicle: Can you talk about your source material 
for the exhibition involving Huey R Newton and Albert Camus? 
In their work , both respond to the possibility of revolution or 
systemic change. 

Juan Capistran: This body of work specifically began around 
2012 with the exhibition “White Riot... be the beacon, be the 
light. KO’d by love.” at the Thomas Soloman Gallery in Los 
Angeles. That show was composed of the five images in the 
ISESE Gallery. The ideas of revolution, change, rebirth, and 
hope come from that exhibition. That was a moment in time 


where I was questioning my role as an artist. Actually, that 
body of work was going to be the end of me as an artist. I 
had gotten to the point where I was really unhappy with a lot 
of the things going on around me in the art world. I wanted 
to throw in the towel. This idea of fading to white, of death 
and its rendering, were the beginning of the “White Riot” 
works. Yet the more I thought about the work, and what I’ve 
always been interested in and talked about with my projects, 
I said to myself, “Wait, I can’t give up!” The work went from 
dying/ stepping into the light to tabula rasa/beginning anew. 


AC: What about the Huey R Newton and Black Panther influ- 
ence in the exhibition? Since the Panther's second major chap- 
ter (after starting in Oakland , Calif.) was in South Central , was 
that part of your experiences and cognizance growing up? 

JC: All the work I do is heavily influenced by and filtered 
through African-American culture. I grew up in South Central 
in the late Seventies and Eighties, and it was still predomi- 
nantly African-American. I went to public schools with 
instructors that were part of either the Black Panthers or 
the Nation of Islam. At the same time, though, it was con- 
fusing because I was not black. I’m interested in cultural 
hybridity and cultural identities constantly in flux, because 
in that model different identities are influencing each other. 
AC: What's interesting is that your work is in dialogue with 
work that D.J. Martinez created while in residence at Artpace 
in San Antonio - which also references the history of the Black 
Panther movement through the formal tactic of the silhouette. 
He used marble. 

JC: You’re the first to get that! That was a subtle reference to 
Daniel. He was and still is a mentor of mine, and we’ve 
become good friends over the years. That’s something that I’m 
glad you brought up. I wanted this specific show to be more 
overt and aggressive - I wanted tension. Whereas I think the 
two previous bodies of work were more subdued. This being 
the end of this trilogy, I wanted the show to be me drawing the 
line in the sand, asserting my position as an artist. Telling a 
viewer, “This is what I’m talking about. This is the conversation 
I want to have.” Daniel does that. That’s why the text is very 
heavy - especially if you’re able to decode it and go back to its 
point of reference. I’ve been thinking about how from “White 
Riot” on, I’ve shifted gears formally. In a funny way, I keep 
thinking I took a giant leap forward, but at the same time I dug 
deep and pulled from things I was thinking through 10 years 
ago. It’s circling back and digging deep into the things that 
have influenced and shaped me. It’s not static or rigid, it’s in 
flux and growing. I feel it changing. It’s exciting. ■

'Circle the Wagons’ 

EXCHANGE ARTISTS’ LATEST SITE-SPECIFIC THEATRE PIECE 
IS A TICKET TO RIDE IN EIGHT CARS IN ONE NIGHT 


You know that feeling when you climb into 
someone else’s car, when you take note of all 
the little details - the graduation tassel hang- 
ing from the rearview, the junk food wrappers 
on the floorboard, the radio presets - and 
connect them to the person in the driver’s 
seat. It’s like you’re discovering a previously 
unseen side of that person. Cars are more 
than vehicles; they’re reflections of us - and 
great stages for learning about human nature. 

So imagine climbing into eight cars, one 
after the other, listening to and observing 
their owners for five minutes each. That’s the 
latest experience on offer from the Exchange 
Artists, those daredevils of site-specific the- 
atre behind The Story Seekers and The Man 
Who Planted Trees. Circle the Wagons con- 
sists of eight playlets, performed in different 
cars parked in front of the Hyde Park 
Christian Church on 45th Street. In groups of 
three, audience members will climb into a 


vehicle to see a play, then into another and 
another until they’ve seen all eight. As they 
progress from car to car, com- 
poser/musician Content Love 
Knowles will provide music from 
the bed of a red Chevy truck. 

Company Artistic Director 
Rachel Wiese has been develop- 
ing the idea for the show since 
she moved from New York to 
Texas five years ago. “I grew up 
in rural Arkansas about 30 min- 
utes from the nearest town, so 
my car was a lifeline,” says 
Wiese. “But after four years in a city with 
subways and a bike, I grew to despise the 
idea of spending time in a tin can, isolated, 
unable to exercise or read a good book while 
traveling. Moving to Austin started a strange 
love/hate reconnection with the personal 
vehicle. It’s so nice to have my own private, 


weather-free, painless ride. It’s so evil to buy 
gas, get stuck in traffic, and find parking. 
These thoughts - really, my own tumultuous 
relationship with cars - became the impetus 
for Circle the Wagons. Love them, hate them, 
cars are part of our cultural identity and, for 
a lot of Americans, a vehicle can play a huge 
role in personal identity.” 


The plays in Circle the Wagons were culled 
from a call for scripts, which Wiese work- 
shopped with actors, then playwright 
Katherine Craft penned a few additional 
scripts to “fill out the vision.” Says Wiese, 
“My idea was to showcase as many short 
plays as we logistically could in one perfor- 


mance to give our audience plots, characters, 
and styles as diverse as the drivers and cars 
on our roads and highways.” 

Local actors often contribute their clothes 
to a production, but for this several are pro- 
viding their own cars: a navy Volkswagen 
Jetta, a white Mazda 6, a silver Toyota 
Camry, a white Nissan Versa, a white Toyota 
Matrix, and a black Saturn Ion. 
Beyond those, Wiese is also 
borrowing a black Mercedes - 
“I needed one luxury vehicle 
and we got really lucky in find- 
ing a kind woman who recently 
purchased a new Mercedes and 
was willing to let us borrow her 
used one before she turns it 
into a charitable donation” - 
and a minivan in which the 
actors will make out in the back 
while the audience watches from the front 
seat. That may make this about the only 
instance when if the van is rockin’, you 
should come a-knockin’. - Robert Faires

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Food is People 


Look closely at Jody Horton's photographs of food 
and you'll see the passionate folks who make it 


Out of the tub they spill, dozens upon 
dozens of crawfish, a cataract of crusta- 
ceans, their orangey-red rawness set off by 
the sun-bright yellow corn on the cob and 
lemons nestled among them. Their shells 
aren’t shiny, but the smooth evenness of 
the light makes them appear to glow, and 
the lushness of the colors combined with 
the precise moment being captured - the 
instant that boiled-up goodness hits the 
weathered wood of the picnic table - just 
calls out to you to come and get it. It’s the 
kind of image that gets your mouth water- 
ing, makes you crave something that you 
didn’t even know you were hungry for, and, 
even as it rumbles your belly, seizes your 
heart and makes you fall in love with the 
very idea of food. 

That’s the kind of photo Jody Horton 
takes, and it’s no wonder that this Austin 
photographer has been tapped by the likes of 
Bon Appetit, Food & Wine, Travel & Leisure, 
Esquire, GQ, Southern Living, Texas 
Monthly, The New York Times, Spirit, Whole 
Foods, et cetera, et cetera, to shoot food. 
Even Whataburger has Horton on speed dial 
- that’s how much everybody loves his stuff. 
And why not? He doesn’t try to fake you out 
with glossy comestibles, shampooed and 
lacquered and lit like Vogue models in a 
high-fashion spread. He’s about substance 
more than style, finding the feeling that goes 
into the growing of the food, the harvesting 
of the food, the cooking/baking/broiling/grill- 
ing/roasting of the food, even the serving of 
the food, and capturing that in the image. He 
likes to be in the South Carolina marshes 
(his homeland) with the oystermen pulling 
shells from the shallows, in the Rio Grande 
Valley orchards as the farmworkers grab 
Ruby Red grapefruits off the trees, in the 
hives with the beekeepers as they scrape off 
fresh honey, in the pit as the boss bastes the 
brisket one more time. In Horton’s images, 
you sense a real connection of food to human 
life - as sustenance, as nourishment, as craft, 
as calling, as pleasure. Obviously, it’s there 
where he’s included all or some part of a 
human figure: a farmer in the field, a chef in 
the kitchen, a pair of hands slicing open a 
fresh peach. But even when no person is 
present, when all that’s seen is the table set 
with the meal or the plate full of food, some- 
thing is communicated about how that food 
came to be where it is and what will happen 
to it; maybe it’s the knife next to the mound 
of sliced beef or the fork that just cut open 
the steaming tamale, but we sense the hands 
that made it and the mouths into which it 
will disappear after the click of the shutter. 

For someone whose work photographing 
food is so artful and highly developed and 
consistent in quality, you’d think Horton had 
been snapping shots of edibles since he was 
old enough to hold an Instamatic. But this 


have for food and how easy it is to structure 
a story around it. “I felt like it played to 
some of my strengths,” he says, so he fol- 
lowed it up by pitching the magazine a 
series on Texas farms in different parts of 
the state. They took him up on it. Not long 
after, a friend of Horton’s launched the 
magazine Edible Austin, and he began 
shooting stories for them. A pitch to Texas 
Monthly on squirrel hunting in East Texas 
earned him his first assignment (of many) 
for that publication. And almost before he 
knew it, Horton had found his photographic 
niche. Now, he has a portfolio bulging with 
editorial and commercial assignments for a 
host of prestigious companies and publica- 
tions, and a book, Afield: A Chefs Guide to 
Preparing and Cooking Wild Game and 
Fish, that he collaborated on with Dai Due 
chef Jesse Griffiths. 


was a career that he backed into, and only in 
the past decade. He didn’t even give much 
thought to photography until he started col- 
lege. An intro course at Clemson University 
started him down that road, but he was still 
following a longtime dream of becoming a 
writer and earned his bachelor’s degree in 
English. When Horton finally realized that 
“writing for me is quite painful,” he made 
the switch to cultural anthropology 
and headed to grad school at the 
University of New Mexico. 

While there, he and a friend 
launched a magazine, La 
Cocinita - “the little kitch- 
en” - and since it was a

photos of area restaurants, farms, markets, 
and food. But even though that experience 
immersed him in food photography, Horton 
kept pursuing other fields. Time spent in 
South Asia and a stint with a small magazine 
in Costa Rica had led him to imagine a career 
as a travel and adventure photographer, but 
that didn’t pan out. In grad school, he took 
classes in 16mm film and decided that docu- 
mentary filmmaking was what he wanted to 


do. Indeed, he and his wife Regan made 
their move to Austin in part because of the 
strength of the filmmaking scene here. The 
amount of time and effort involved in obtain- 
ing funds and keeping up with the changes 
in technology made making a living from 
that quite a challenge, however, and when 
children came on the scene - they have two 
sons, Fields and Hyder - Horton decided to 
get serious about photography as a career. 

It was Texas Co-op Power that really 
ignited Horton’s interest in food photogra- 
phy. Despite a title that makes it sound like 
a trade publication, the magazine is a gen- 
eral-interest periodical that the state’s elec- 
tric cooperatives have been putting in cus- 
tomers’ homes for 70 years and boasts a 
circulation of 1.2 million. A story Horton 
shot on a peach grower in Fredericksburg 
reminded him of how much passion people 


heavily DIY venture, he 
ended up taking a lot of the 
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For the Food Issue, the Chronicle asked 
Horton a few questions about his approach 
to food photography. Here’s what he told us: 
On shooting people with food: “What’s com- 
pelling about working with food - and what 
makes it in some ways easy - is people who 
do it almost always do it because they are 
passionate about it. If you’re taking pictures 
of accountants, maybe they’re tortured and 
don’t have very much passion for what they 
do, but almost everyone in the food world 
does it because they love it. It doesn’t mean 
it’s not hard, but at the core it’s something 
they really care about. So the goal is just to 
get out of the way and let them be just as 
they are, or, for a setup type of shot, try to 
make them feel as natural as possible.” 

On shooting food by itself: “You’re trying 
to take a photo that will make it clear what 
you’re photographing. That sounds pretty 
obvious, but I was talking to a stylist the 


other day and trying to demonstrate some 
basic points of photography, and you could 
take an overhead shot of a pie and if it had 
a solid top to it, you would have no idea 
what type of pie it is. So if you’re going to 
take a picture of this pie and it’s not going 
to be dependent on a caption, then the pie 
has to be sliced and on a plate, so you can 
see that it’s an apple pie or whatever. 

“Beyond being able to tell what it is, I 
think about how that food should best be 
seen, like is it something that, composition- 
ally and graphically, is going to make more 
sense overhead, or is it something like a 
hamburger, which classically is shot at a 
more heroic low angle? So what’s the best 
angle for showing this, to display what it is 
and best reveal its nature? After that, I think 
about lighting, where that wants to be and 
how I can have some amount of dynamic 
light that comes into it. That usually means 
some light coming from behind the subject 
and then bouncing some back into the face of 
it so that it’s balanced. I feel like light behind 
it gives your eye somewhere to go. I think 
about it being like a sense of ascension, like 
a place where you can go up into the frame. 

“Then, propping is really important for 
certain types of photos. Oftentimes, having 
a little element in a photo, you borrow some 
of the authenticity of an object by taking a 
photo of it. The photo itself seems to have 
the quality that, like, a beautiful old spoon 
possesses. It’s like throwing a little super- 
model into the photo.” 

On light: “I just use natural light. There are 
all sorts of lights and filters and stuff out 
there that you can use, but I don’t think 
you’re ever gonna beat the sun as a light 
source, you know? It’s just gonna be better. 
I’ll bet there are people out there who can art- 
fully use artificial light, but it is what it is. 
Artificial light is going to, even if it’s just in 
some small way, feel artificial. So if you limit 
your possibilities to natural light, it has a cer- 
tain credibility about it, a certain softness.” ■

In the Next Room, or The Vibrator Play

Any night out at Zach’s shiny new Topfer Theatre is a reminder that 
we’re not in Kansas anymore. Women in full-length fur coats are a 
standard feature here now, in a town well known as the state’s vegetar- 
ian oasis. With the glaring exception of one young woman with bright 
red dreadlocks, the crowd for this show is full-on Dallas pomp. Yet this 
fagade of upper-crust propriety - both off stage and on - is shattered 
by the carnal subject matter of Sarah Ruhl’s Tony Award-winning play. 

Although at its most simple, the story revolves around the invention 
of the world’s first sex toys, In the Next Room is really an examination of 
that germinal moment when the needle of our cultural compass changed 
direction. Prior to the massive implementation of electricity, couples 
huddled together to stay warm - even after the flame of a new romance 
died down. Necessity kept us close - at least physically. Yet how inti- 
mate were we, really, if men were the only ones really enjoying sex? 

Ruhl is clearly a graduate of the Charles Dickens School of 
Character-Naming as her Dr. Givings (Craig Mungavin) generously 
devotes himself to the task of curing Victorian women who suffer from 
“hysteria” through the use of his handy electric massager. Meanwhile, 
on the other side of the good doctor’s closed office door, his wife (Jill 
Blackwood) suffers herself, feeling inadequate because her milk is not 
plentiful enough to meet the needs of her new baby. She bonds with 
the doctor’s otherwise satisfied customer Mrs. Daldry (Amy Downing), 
who can’t have a baby at all - both are women struggling to define 
themselves as champions in the age of The Good Mother. However, 
to this viewer, Ruhl turns up a full house and not a royal flush when it 
comes to building characters who transcend gender roles of the time. 



Minor characters steal the show in Zach’s production. Matthew 
Redden’s flawlessly coiffed Wildean artist, Mr. Leo Irving, stops our 
hearts with his humorous, romantic musings. Likewise, Irene White’s 
stone-faced Annie, Dr. Giving’s assistant, highlights the absurdity of 
orgasms unfolding in the sterile environment of a physician’s office. 

Technically, the set design by Moria Sine Clinton is a real wonder, and 
theatre patrons aren’t likely to witness this level of sumptuous detail 
elsewhere in the capital city. The wealth of 19th century decorations 
includes four wallpaper patterns, stained glass, crown molding, wall 
sconces - no stone is left unturned in the quest for realism. The one 
remarkable departure occurs in the show’s dazzling, snowy denouement. 

The title aside, audiences should be aware that paroxysms occur 
in full view, albeit with clothing intact. Still, this is no peep show. 
Although squirm-worthy, the effect is about as sexy as witnessing 
someone’s private moment on the toilet. Nervous laughter abounds.

Sweeney Todd 

McCullough Theatre, 2375 Robert Dedman, 
UT campus

“His skin was pale, and his eye was odd.” 

That cheery image provides our first impres- 
sion of Sweeney Todd in Stephen Sondheim’s 
1979 musical-or-perhaps-opera (the jury’s 
still out, believe it or not), and by the time the 
prologue completes its portrait of him, we’re 
steeled to meet a gruesome, grotesque figure, 
more corpse than man. Imagine then, our first 
sight of this “Demon Barber of Fleet Street” 
as a lift raises him slowly from the orchestra 
pit, nonchalantly lounging on a park bench, 
nattily attired in a tuxedo. 

This impish subversion of our expecta- 
tions was one of many playful touches in 
the University of Texas’ Butler Opera Center 
production. Rather than immersing us in a 
grimy, gloomy, Industrial Age London as in the 
original production and so many since (includ- 
ing one by the Department of Theatre & Dance 
in the Eighties), director Joshua Miller took his 
cue from the minimalist reinventions of more 
recent years and had his cast perform in most- 
ly modern dress on a bare stage, with a hand- 
ful of set pieces and props - a butcher-block 
table, a rolling pin, a traveling metal staircase, 
a birdcage - to set the scenes. Though the 
cast was not limited to the 10 singing roles 
and did not accompany themselves on musical 
instruments, as in John Doyle’s 2004 revival, 
that groundbreaking production’s influence 


A match made in hell; Mrs. Lovett 
(Olivia Douglas), Sweeney Todd 
(Chance Eakins), and his razor 
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was felt. The city of London - that “hole in the 
world like a great black pit,” as Sweeney calls 
it - was no longer the visible character that it 
was in more grandly designed productions; the 
focus was firmly on the people and their story 
as told through Sondheim’s compelling - and 
at times, repelling - score. 

That made sense for a production in a 
school of music cast with students training in 
voice - and the music and singing here were 
consistently rich and lovely - but such an 
approach requires a strong theatrical sensibil- 
ity, since each thing that does appear carries 
more visual and symbolic weight than in a 
traditional staging. Most of Miller’s choices 
gave either a simple, sober nod to the tale’s 
horror - a red stool for the barber’s chair in 
which Sweeney slits his customers’ throats, red 
handkerchiefs popping from the victims’ hands 
at those throats after the fatal deed - or a wink 
at its mischievous sense of humor: Sweeney’s 
partner in crime, Mrs. Lovett, retrieving his long- 
lost razors from conductor Kelly Kuo; Sweeney 
reading a copy of The Daily Texan. A few, how- 


ever, served the show less well: The curtain of 
blue Mylar strips backing the stage seemed 
incongruous even for a concert staging of this 
particular work, and its constant shimmering in 
the light proved distracting as well; the power 
and drama that the 25-member chorus brought 
to the tale was undercut by their portrayal of the 
inmates of an insane asylum, which came off 
more goofy than creepy; and while the modern 
formal dress on some characters didn’t detract 
from the drama, the tux on Sweeney seemed 
less, well, fitting as time wore on. 

Fortunately, clothes in this instance did not 
make the man. Chance Eakin’s deep voice 
plumbed the depths of Sweeney’s madness, 
and in his squinty stare we could see the 
hellscape of London that the demon barber 
saw. He sounded like a man on edge, a man 
with nothing left to lose, a man you did not 
want to cross. Eakin’s intensity found an ideal 
complement in Olivia Douglas’ Mrs. Lovett, 
whose beaming smile seemed inextinguish- 
able, even in the most grisly situations (say, 
making meat pies out of whatever flesh was, 
urn, lying around), and the eye she kept on 
Sweeney held a longing that was almost 
innocent. Still more impressive was Douglas’ 
quickness with Lovett’s notoriously intricate 
patter; she bounced through even the trickiest 
numbers, landing every joke that raced by. She 
and Eakins anchored the show, forming the 
kind of team, dramatically and musically, that 
has made the show so memorable. They were 
a pair of murderers to die for. - Robert Faires 


Nate Ellefson: ‘Soft Chop’ 
Co-Lab Project Space, 

Through Feb. 15 

In Nate Ellefson’s “Soft Chop,” the 
artist nurtures an environment of stark 
imagery that adheres to the metaphoric 
underground and renegade guerrilla 
tactics. Composed of sculptures, instal- 
lation work, and paintings - all of which 
adhere to a sense of unembellished, 
active aggression - the exhibition does 
not allude to any direct political inclina- 
tion, but does explore the variances in 
methodology and visual representation 
of enviroterrorism. 

“Soft Chop” was spurred by looking 
at how guerrilla and anarchist groups 
represent themselves visually through 
posters, digital symbols, and logos. 
Ellefson represents these crude attempts 
at agro-imagery through large sculptural 
works, rough-hewn but intentionally hos- 
tile, then translates the sculptures into 
smaller paintings, which offer nuance and 
depth that the sculptures, with their brute 
force, tend to shirk. Ellefson’s installa- 
tions anchor his ideology of extremism 
into palpable tools of intimidation; in this 
case, these would-be bombs are softened 
to be simply intimidating-looking tubs of 
sauerkraut and lacto-fermenting tubes of 
carrots. Ellefson wanted to indicate the 
resources available to extremist groups 
and act out visually what these acts of ter- 
rorism might materialize as. 



“Soft Chop” is laden with ambition, 
not only to communicate an emotional 
construct of rage and displacement, but 
also to re-create an actual venue in which 
these efforts of terrorism take place. 
Ellefson successfully builds a visual dysto- 
pia. “Soft Chop” is thoughtful; it speaks to 
a dark humor that is subtly communicated 
to an audience tired of a culture that has 
fostered intense fear of terrorism, attack, 
and sabotage. We’d much rather see a tub 
of sauerkraut ready to blow than an actual 
bomb, but “Soft Chop” requires audiences 
to consider: Wherein lies the difference?

Among the most tragic consequences of 
the recent cold temperatures plaguing our 
city is the fact that Thorne Russell can’t wear 
lederhosen. Though the Hillside Farmacy host 
always looks dapper in classic British- 
inspired menswear, it is his Von Trapp vogue 
that has made him a local style icon, earning 
him pancake-appropriate nicknames like 
“Hansel,” “Das Tapfere Schneiderlein,” and 
“The Little Dutch Boy.” 

Russell, the progeny of Hillside’s owner, 
culinary colossus Sonya Cote, has a distin- 
guished pedigree. But he’s hardly the only 
shift-laborer in Austin’s restaurant industry 
with a strong sense of personal style. With 
hoodie-clad brogrammers swelling the ranks 
of our tech-driven workforce at alarming 
rates, servers, hosts, baristas, and bartend- 
ers remain among our most valuable munici- 
pal assets, inflating our fabulous quotient 
and keeping our hotness index high. 

Of course, an increasing percentage of 
Austin’s food service army are now standing 
at attention in uniform. Anyone who’s lived 
here longer than a decade remembers a time 
when our dining landscape was dominated by 
24-hour hash houses and taco stands with- 
out “secret menus.” A time when the most 
common restaurant uniform involved flip-flops 
and a neck tattoo. 

While I cannot regret the current availability 
of locally sourced pork belly on every street 
corner, I do occasionally mourn for a time 
when the most exciting thing coming out of 
the kitchen was the server’s attire. It’s not 
that I miss the flip-flops per se - it’s that the 
more upscale dining in town gets, the fewer 
opportunities there are for waiters to show- 
case their personal style. That’s why I am par- 
ticularly grateful when the restaurant employ- 
ees who do enjoy relaxed dress codes wrest 
every possible inch of aplomb out of them. 

I applaud those valiant souls. As an erst- 
while waitress, I could never pull it off. 



(By the way, if you are planning to go out to 
eat on Valentine’s Day, please know that for res- 
taurant staff this can be one of the most stress- 
ful nights of the year. Tip as if your romantic 
success were karmically dependent upon it.) 

My search for culinary couture took me to 
eateries of all types - from Bouldin Creek 
Cafe, where tribal piercings are de rigueur, to 
Uchiko, where hostesses glide through the 
front of the house like elegant black swans, 
to the retro sophistication of East Side Show 
Room, the patio swag of Contigo, and the 
waistcoated dandyism of Houndstooth Coffee. 
Nor did I neglect my own cherished neighbor- 
hood hangout, Cherrywood Coffeehouse, 
where tall, lanky Jonathan Horne tends the 
counter in a collection of extraordinarily 
eccentric trousers. The day I caught him, they 
were stretch velvet with harlequin dia- 
monds. He wore them with a blazer 
that can only be described as 
John Aielli chic, because John 
Aielli literally gave it to him. 
But my search for a res- 
taurant where everyone in 
the front of the house looks 
like a fashion plate - servers, 
bartenders, managers, hosts 
(probably even the kitchen 
staff, though I didn’t look) - 
ended at Justine’s Brasserie. 

“Tell me the truth,” I asked 
the manager on duty, who wore a 
graphic black-and-white jacket and asked to 
be referred to as “Bubba de Austin.” “Does 
Justine’s hire its staff based solely on fashion 
sense?” He demurred, saying only that the 
restaurant’s no-uniform look was intended to 
reflect the eclectic, casual vibe for which 
Austin is known. “And yet,” Mr. de Austin 
reflected, “you could say that it is ... some- 
how requisite.” 

I assume he meant “It” with a capital I. At 
any rate, Justine’s is one place where you can 
look around, inhale the scent of Austin’s food- 
ie scene, and say, “Je ne regrette rien.” ■

pretending to be relaxed so as not to distress 
you, the customer. They grit their teeth when 
hot plates burn them and hold on tighter; 
they bang their shins on walk-in doors while 
juggling armfuls of half-and-half cartons; they 
hurl overstuffed, industrial-size garbage bags 
into dumpsters, and if a spiky earring catches 
on the bag, ripping it open and dumping pou- 
tine down their front, they endure. To borrow 
a famous phrase, servers do everything jani- 
tors do, backward and in heels.

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American Dreamer 

Tiffany Harelik writes her own story through her 
cookbook series dedicated to Austin's food trailers

What comes to mind these days when 
someone mentions the American dream? It 
used to be that with hard work, plucky 
Americans, both natural-born and other- 
wise, could climb the metaphorical ladder of 
their choosing to achieve riches and acclaim 
regardless of their station. Once upon a 
time, this could be achieved by getting a 
good job at a young age and sticking with it 
until retirement, but that’s a misty, water- 
colored memory these days. America’s new 
economy means that conditions are ripe for 
people to break out of traditional narratives 
of work and success, creatively using their 
skill sets in nontraditional ways. Along the 
way, they can write new stories for them- 
selves and, by extension, the culture. 

For many folks, that new narrative of 
work and success involves 
quitting their cubicle jobs 
and opening food trucks. 

Some of them succeed; 
scores of them don’t. And 
if few standard aptitude 
tests offer “food truck 
operator” as a career 
option, it’s probably safe to 
say that even fewer of 
them suggest “food truck 
historian” to future job 
seekers. And yet, that’s 
exactly what Tiffany 
Harelik has become. 

In December 2009, 

Harelik quit her low-pay- 
ing, unfulfilling job in 
search of something a little more 
meaningful. From that leap of 
faith was born the Trailer Food 
Diaries, a blog-turned-cook- 
book wherein Harelik docu- 
ments not only popular reci- 
pes from Austin’s most beloved 
food trucks (and some who 
didn’t make it), but also their sto- 
ries and advice for trailer-food hope- 
fuls looking to break in to Austin’s vibrant 
food scene. 

“There’s a lot more wisdom out there for 
these folks that are starting out than the 
ones who were starting out earlier in the 
game,” says Harelik on the phone from 
Marathon, Texas, where she is working on 
a cookbook centered on the recipes and 
folklore of the Big Bend area. “I’m hopeful 
that they can understand how to get 
through all the cold, hard winters and 
where to apply for all the festivals and how 
to fix their own plumbing and find loca- 
tions. There are a lot more resources now 
than there were before.” 

In many ways, Harelik is the perfect per- 
son to record these stories and concurrent- 
ly help midwife new food trucks. A fourth- 



generation Austinite, her great-grandfather 
Haskell Harelik immigrated to Galveston 
from Russia a century ago and, in the spirit 
of chasing that American dream, started 
selling bananas from a cart for a penny 
each. As Harelik recounts in the introduc- 
tion to the first volume of her book (pub- 
lished by the History Press in 2011), her 
great-grandfather worked his way up from 
selling bananas from a cart to owning five 
general stores in the Central Texas area. 
You could say that food trailers — not to 
mention questing for that elusive goal that 
defines this nation’s ethos — are in 
Harelik’s blood. 

Her investment in this particular cul- 
ture, apart from the ever-expanding Trailer 
Food Diaries brand (the third volume of 
the Austin cookbooks 
comes out this month; she 
has also authored Diaries 
for Portland, Dallas/Fort 
Worth, and Houston), is 
rooted in the connections 
that she’s made with the 
owner-operators of local 
trucks. “You want people 
to be successful. Maria 
and Abdu [Souktouri] at 
the Flying Carpet are 
going to treat you like 
family. They’re going to 
cook for you, and they’re 
going to be proud and 
happy when you take that 
first bite of a Big Abdu [a 
Moroccan-style beef, eggplant, 
and french fry sandwich] and 
see you smile. That makes it 
worth it for them. And then 
you want to go back and be a 
patron, that’s when it works 
for everybody.” 

Harelik’s relationships with 
local owner-operators have bene- 
fits beyond their immediate sphere. 
In 2010, she curated the Gypsy Picnic with 
C3 Presents, which then morphed into the 
seasonal Trailer Food Tuesdays, a once- 
monthly event at the Long Center from 
April to October that allows food truck lov- 
ers to dine al fresco surrounded by a rotat- 
ing cast of their favorite food trailers, 
watching the sunset with a gorgeous view 
of Downtown Austin. Through this pro- 
gram, the third season of which kicks off 
on April 29, Harelik builds her brand as a 
trailer-food expert, the trailers get expo- 
sure to a broader audience, and the public 
gets to try new food. Everyone wins. And if 
that’s not a pure expression of the 
American dream, I don’t know what is. ■

Carries a Message of 
Tasty Protein on Six Legs 

HAUTE CUISINE GETS BUGGY TO 
PROMOTE PROGRESSIVE THINKING 
ABOUT GLOBAL FOOD SUPPLIES 

“It isn’t cricket,” the Brits say about something unfair. But much 
of what will be cooked up for this fancy soiree and celebration of 
entomophagy, presented by Toronto-based Alimentary Initiatives 
at Downtown’s industrially elegant Brazos Hall on Wednesday, 
Feb. 19, is cricket. Literally: the crawling kind of cricket of the 
insect order Orthoptera - with the wings and the legs and the 
chirping and so on. And it would be unfair to characterize its taste, 
when properly prepared, as anything other than delicious. 

Of course, one of the chefs for this Future Food Salon is Sonya 
Cote of Eden East and Hillside Farmacy, so pretty much anything 
that’s cooked up is likely to send your tastebuds to paradise. 
Meanwhile, your eyes and ears will be treated to a wealth of new 


information as presented by visiting guests Pat Crowley of Chapul 
Bars, David George Gordon of The Eat-a-Bug Cookbook, Daniella 
Martin of Girl Meets Bug, Harman Johar of World Entomophagy, 
Katharina Unger of Farm 432, and other celebrities from the bur- 
geoning insectivore scene. 

Yes, burgeoning. Because, as noted in a much-publicized report 
from the United Nations’ Food & Agriculture Organization, the eat- 
ing of insects is a highly relevant issue in the 21st century due to the 
rising cost of animal protein, food insecurity, environmental pres- 
sures, population growth, and increasing demand for protein among 
the middle classes. And here in the so-called first world, a growing 
number of organizations are addressing that relevance by 
promoting entomophagy via education, entertaining out- 
reach, and marketplace gambits as basic as coating 
edible bugs in the finest of chocolate and offering 
them for sale in attractively designed packages. 
They’re not quite taking the greater culinary com- 
munity by storm (or swarm) yet, and they’re working 
vigorously to extend general public perception 
beyond the bounds of novelty; but then, as the ento- 
folk like to point out, this is much the way it worked 
with the introduction of sushi and yogurt back in the day. 

(Note: Due to USDA standards regarding the num- 
ber of insect parts allowable in such food products as peanut 
butter and flour and more, it’s reckoned that Americans eat 
about 400 bugs a year anyway. Everyone’s already an accidental 
entomophage; it’s just that the early adopters among the culi- 
nary smart set are doing it intentionally.) 

Oh, and this salon isn’t being held in the ATX because it’s some- 
one’s idea of “keeping Austin weird,” nor only because Austin is, 
naturally, a culinarily and socially progressive place. No, it’s also to 
celebrate local bug-farming company Little Herds’ recent designa- 
tion as North America’s first entomophagy-based nonprofit chari- 
ty. Which is why that group’s founder, the affable Robert Nathan 
Allen, is one of the evening’s hosts. Aruna Handa, founder of 
Alimentary Initiatives (who’ve previously held Future Food Salons 
in Toronto and NYC), is the co-host. (Full disclosure: Your reporter 
Brenner will be emceeing the proceedings, as suavely as a person 
can while worrying that there’s a bit of spinach or arthropod chitin 
stuck to his teeth.) 

“The Future Food Salon Group,” the Alimentary website 
informs, “emerged from an interest to examine and taste what we 
may be eating in the future in the context of a diverse group of 
artists, activists, chefs and culture thinkers, recognizing that the 
current food system and choices are not sustainable for a growing 
global population and a finite planet.” And here in Austin, with 
the night’s libations provided by Treaty Oak Distilling and 
Lagunitas Brewing, with live music from Mighty Mountain and 
Sour Bridges, and with an array of visual art provided by Art. 
Science. Gallery., we reckon the examining and tasting’s going to 


be damned enjoyable indeed.

I’m a fifth-generation Texan, and one of 
the reasons I love living here is that we 
have no winter to speak of. If we get 
enough chilling hours for the peaches to set 
fruit and the bluebonnets to blossom, that’s 
plenty of cold weather for me. That’s why 
this winter has been so annoying - it came 
early, overstayed its welcome, and refuses 
to go away. I was grumbling about the cold 
last week when I accidentally caught a video 
clip of a frustrated, snow-shoveling four-year- 
old yelling, “Jesus, make it warm!” at an 
overcast sky. I was rewarded with a much 
needed, restorative laugh. I want to thank 
whomever posted the video, and I hope the 
kid’s prayer is answered. 

Some friends joined me for the media 
soft opening at the new Crave restaurant 
(340 E. Second) over the weekend. It’s the 
first Texas outlet of a Minneapolis-based 
fine-dining chain and has taken over the 
spot vacated by Roy’s Hawaiian across the 
street from the Convention Center. Chef 
Frank Johnson, who spent the past few 
years with the Roaring Fork restaurants 
here, is the executive chef, and the menu 
offers certified Angus beef steaks, sea- 
food, and a full sushi bar. Crave opened to 
the public on Feb. 10 and joins the recent- 
ly debuted Gus’s World Famous Fried 
Chicken (117 San Jacinto), the 
Southwestern-style chavez (111 E. Cesar 
Chavez), and the newly rebooted TRIO at 
the Four Seasons (98 San Jacinto) in the 
Downtown dining sweepstakes. 

Things at Noble Sandwich Company 

are in transition. The original store is closed 
this week so that the business can move 
into a new, much larger, and more conve- 
nient location at 12233 RR 620 N. 

Co-owner John Bates tells us they’ve taken 
over part of what was VIVO restaurant and 
given it a completely new look. The new 
store will have a much bigger and more effi- 
cient kitchen as well as more sales counter 
space and indoor seating for up to 50 
guests, in addition to a comfy patio dining 
area. Bates says they’re shooting for a 
Valentine’s Day opening, but it could be 
Monday, Feb. 17. Meanwhile, fans of the 
Noble Sandwich can donate to the contin- 
ued renovation of their new Midtown space 
at 4805 Burnet Rd. via the Greenman perks 
portal, a new crowdfunding platform that 
provides restaurants, bars, and artisan food 
companies the opportunity to offer perks 
and rewards in exchange for financial sup- 
port.

Austin's emerging 
restaurant empires

Food culture has changed a lot in Austin 
since the days when Mark Miller’s Coyote 
Cafe famously flopped after less than two 
years in business. That was back in 1995, 
when the high-end Santa Fe chain swag- 
gered into town to teach Austinites a thing 
or two about fine dining. In the end, it was 
Austin that schooled Miller about the perils 
of presumption. 

Austin, and particularly Central Austin, 
has always been slow to embrace out-of- 
town fine-dining groups. “Chains [from 
other places] don’t seem to make it in 
Austin,” says 24 Diner’s Drew Curren. 
Remember Bar Louie on Sixth Street? The 
national chain specializing in spendy burg- 
ers and craft cocktails lasted less than two 
years Downtown before shuttering its doors 
in late 2013. Curren and his partners at 
ELM Restaurant Group have taken over the 
lease on that space for a new Italian restau- 
rant that will open later this year. The 
Austin outlet of the Roy’s Hawaii-based 
chain packed up its Downtown operation 
after less than five years. McCormick and 
Schmick’s Downtown outlet similarly last- 
ed just a few years before it relocated to the 
Domain, an environment better suited to 
the chain’s upholstered corporate ambi- 
ence. Out-of-town fine-dining restaurants 
that are successful tend to be located along 
the city’s suburban margins, where devel- 
opment relies heavily on big-box mentality 
and corporate chains. 

It’s not as if Austin is suspicious of 
chains. One has only to look at the story- 
book success of Torchy’s, Tacodeli, Hop- 
doddy, P. Terry’s, and other homegrown 
casual cafes to know that Austin loves its 
food chains. These places seem to have 
dialed in to the local fast-food and takeout 
market in a big way, with no sign of falling 
out of favor. Schlotzsky’s, Chuy’s, Kerbey 
Lane Cafe, and Thundercloud Subs all 
started here with humble roots. And long 
before that, Harry Akin built a small king- 
dom with a string of Night Hawk diners. 
Food chains have always and will always be 
a part of Austin’s dining culture. It’s just 
that Austin likes to keep it local, maintain- 
ing loyalty to homegrown places. 

Now local fine-dining groups are also get- 
ting in on the action, and they are seriously 
reshaping the town’s culinary landscape. 
Unlike Torchy’s, Chuy’s, and P. Terry’s, 
these groups tend not to replicate restau- 
rants. Rather, each new restaurant that is 
part of the group has its own identity, is its 
own little art piece. 

In the restaurant business, the term “con- 
cept” gets thrown around a lot. Restaurateurs 
I talked to wield the word like a sword, 
slashing through all that personal fluff 
about atmosphere, food quality, and hospi-

in the Lamar Union development later this 
year. Their concept for Cantine, which will 
serve rotisserie chicken, pizzas, and home- 
made pasta, is different from both Asti and 
Fino in that it will be less tied to genre. “We 
just want to break outside of the Italian genre 
and have some fun,” says Lisa. 

The list of entrepreneurial local restaura- 
teurs goes on. If it seems like every new 
restaurant that opens these days is a sister 
project of some other concept, it could be 
because fine-dining hospitality groups are 
sprouting like weeds in this town. But what 
is really happening here? Is this corporate 
expansionism in its infancy, or is some- 
thing else going on? 


tality. In restaurant parlance, a 
concept is an idea or theme that 
unifies a place and makes it reso- 
nate with the dining public. Curren 
points out, “One of the worst things is 
being kind of wishy-washy on what [a res- 
taurant] is, because the customer feels it 
immediately.” A concept is the whole pack- 
age, and it either succeeds or fails. Austin’s 
emerging fine-dining groups are launching 
exciting new concepts at a steady clip, and 
so far, we’re embracing them. 

the New Taste of Austin 

On any given night, Downtown’s Arro is a 
beehive of activity. Arro opened less than a 
year ago to much acclaim for its welcoming 
take on French bistro cuisine. It didn’t hurt 
that the restaurant’s chef and co-owner, 
35-year-old Drew Curren, has been steadily 
gathering national press, first as a would-be 
contestant on Season 9 of Top Chef (Paul 
Qui eventually won that season; Curren was 
eliminated in the early qualifying round), 
then as one of Food & Wine’s People’s Best 
New Chef finalists in 2011. It also didn’t 
hurt that Curren and his partners already 
have name recognition from two other suc- 
cessful Downtown restaurants, 24 Diner 
and Easy Tiger. Both are very different 
concepts, but both have captivated Austin 
tastes - 24 Diner for its classy farm-to-table 
comfort foods served around the clock, and 
Easy Tiger for its friendly beer garden and 
terrific sandwiches on David Norman’s 
hearty, artisan pretzels and breads. 

Not content to hone his craft with the three 
concepts, Curren’s fourth project will open 
later this year. The new place will be “rustic, 
honest Italian food,” says Curren. “It will be 
about local, seasonal, well-prepared and bal- 
anced food.” Four restaurants in five years: 


Not bad for a guy who couldn’t 
even get a job when he moved 
here from New York in 2009. 
Curren and his partners are 
hardly unique in this town. Olivia chef 
James Holmes also owns Lucy’s Fried 
Chicken, the popular South Congress spot 
that recently opened a second location on 
Burnet Road. Parkside and backspace chef/ 
owner Shawn Cirkiel and his partner Harlan 
Scott (collectively known as Parkside Projects) 
opened the Italian-inspired Olive & June in 
2012 and just launched chavez, a South- 
western concept in the Downtown Radisson. 
Meanwhile, well-known restaurateurs Lisa 
and Emmett Fox, owners of Asti and Fino, will 
be opening a third restaurant called Cantine

the Big Picture 

Hospitality groups are nothing new. 
They’ve been colonizing strip malls, shop- 
ping centers, and hotels for decades so that 
now a shopping mall in Dallas looks star- 
tlingly similar to one in Topeka. Landry’s 
Inc., owned by Tilman Fertitta, for instance, 
controls more than 500 restaurants across 
the country, including household names 
such as Saltgrass Steakhouse, the Rainforest 
Cafe, and Cadillac Bar. These sit-down 
establishments are generally not known for 
their inventiveness, but rather for consis- 
tency and reliability, which is part of what 
makes them so successful nationally. 
People know and trust the Landry’s brand. 

More recently, a few smaller hospitality 
groups have emerged that are more chef- 
driven, emphasizing culinary innovation 
and offering a more personalized approach 
to hospitality. Danny Meyer’s Union Square 
Hospitality Group is generally cited as a 
model for this new paradigm. Meyer’s 
group, which includes well-regarded restau- 
rants like New York’s Union Square Cafe 
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and the Gramercy Tavern, has garnered 25 
James Beard Awards. The group currently 
has 11 restaurant concepts in operation, 
with restaurants across the country. Even 
legendary purist Thomas Keller (of French 
Laundry fame), who now has five different 
concepts spread over four cities, has not 
been able to resist the lure of empire build- 
ing. Chef-driven restaurant groups like 
these have redefined what it means to be 
part of a hospitality chain. 

In Austin, Reed Clemons was one of the 
first restaurateurs to build a fine-dining 
group composed of individualized restau- 
rants. In the late Eighties, fresh out of culi- 
nary school, Clemons opened the Granite 
Cafe at 29th and San Gabriel (Fino is there 
now), filling a gaping void for casual fine 
dining in the city. Within a few weeks, waits 
at the Granite topped an hour. The next 
year he opened Mezzaluna in an old ware- 
house space Downtown, effectively provid- 
ing the main attraction in what would 
become the Warehouse District. “Granite 
Cafe was successful, but Mezzaluna was 
really successful,” says Clemons, whose 
restaurant immediately became the place to 
see and be seen. 

Over the next decade, Clemons launched 
a number of new concepts - most succeed- 
ed, though some did not. By the late 
Nineties, Clemons was operating two 
Mezzalunas, the Bitter End, the Granite 
Cafe, Reed’s Jazz & Supper Club, and Luna 
Notte in San Antonio. Then the stock mar- 
ket and tech bubble burst in 2001 and each 
of the restaurants closed or were sold in 
domino-like succession. Without partners, 
and juggling multiple concepts, Clemons 
had stretched himself too thin, competition 
had increased, and by 2005, the only restau- 
rant he still operated was Reed’s Supper 
Club near the Arboretum. “When the 
Domain opened, there were five new restau- 
rants only a mile away, and some were 
doing the exact same concept.” Clemons 
sold Reed’s in 2007. The biggest lesson he 
learned? Any successful group needs to 
have partners. “If you’re a restaurant group, 
you want to put together a team.” 

Virtually everyone I talked to mentioned 
how important this was. Curren attributes 
his success to the great partners he has 
working with him at ELM Restaurant 
Group. “My partners, we all depend on each 
other and that’s what allows us to keep 
growing,” he says. In spite of the attention 
celebrity chefs and individual personalities 
attract, hospitality is, after all, a team sport. 

Keeping It Local 

Surprisingly, even during the heyday of 
Clemons’ empire, no hospitality group, 
local or national, ever emerged to challenge 
his domination of the Austin dining scene. 
And it took a decade more for the market to 
catch up with Clemons’ original vision. 

The modern-day heir apparent to Clemons 
is without a doubt Larry McGuire, the scruff- 
ily handsome 31-year-old Austin native 
whose group, McGuire Moorman, owns 
Lamberts, Perla’s, Clark’s Oyster Bar, 
Elizabeth Street Cafe, and, most recently, the 
new Jeffrey’s and Josephine House. McGuire, 


who started in the business while still in high 
school working as a prep cook for Lou 
Lambert’s Liberty Catering, followed 
Lambert when he went to work for a corpo- 
rate hospitality group in Dallas. At age 22, 
McGuire wrote a business plan for what 
would become Lamberts, raised money 
through investors, and within two years had 
opened his first restaurant, Lamberts, in part- 
nership with Lambert and Tom Moorman. 

McGuire Moorman restaurants are 
among the most highly concepted in town. 
From the pink pin-striped shorts the valets 
wear at Jeffrey’s to the meat-heavy menu 
served from the 120-year-old Schneider 
Building that is now Lamberts, each of their 
restaurants have very different personali- 
ties that saturate every aspect of the busi- 
ness. “I get excited by the whole package,” 
McGuire says. “Having the concept, build- 
ing the restaurant, creating the food, put- 
ting it all together, opening the doors - for 
sure that’s a thrill.” 

The group has just finished building five 
new restaurants in five years. Although it is 
hard to imagine that anyone could maintain 
quality and consistency with such break- 
neck expansion, McGuire Moorman restau- 
rants are dizzyingly popular. They are also 
well regarded among chefs, foodies, and 
critics alike. In fact, Bon Appetit named 
Jeffrey’s and Josephine House among the 
country’s top 50 restaurants in 2013. 

Though McGuire told me that 2014 is 
going to be the year of no new restaurants, 
he knows that there will be new concepts in 
the future. What those are, though, will be 
partially dictated by the opportunities that 
present themselves. Despite the appear- 
ance of calculated expansion, McGuire 
claims the business has grown organically. 

In fact, that was the theme from all the 
local groups I talked to, none of whom have 
long-term business plans, or who even do 
market research. They apply intuition, local 
understanding, and experience to decide 
which concepts will work and which won’t. 

Austin’s emerging restaurant groups are 
for the most part young and intensely 
engaged with their craft. They see each new 
restaurant as a chance to try something 
new, to grow, and to allow their employees 
to grow, too. They share a strong commit- 
ment to working here and to making Austin 
a more interesting place to live and eat. 
About expanding to another city, Curren 
says, “Ideally, I would stay in Austin and do 
new concepts because I think Austin thrives 
on that .... I want to be a part of Austin, part 
of the growth. I want to stay here and raise 
my kids.” McGuire expressed a similar sen- 
timent. “There is a social component that I 
take very seriously. I feel like we are part of 
what’s making Austin what it is right now. 
It’s kind of a special place.” 

Time will tell whether the city’s emerging 
restaurant groups remain exclusively com- 
mitted to Austin. For now, says McGuire, 
“it’s not like we feel we need to build seven 
Perla’s and then sell it for a bunch of 
money. Maybe when we get older we’ll feel 
that way, but that’s not what it’s about right 
now.” What it’s about is creativity, craft, 
and, for now, local commitment. ■

LOCAL WOMEN REVOLUTIONIZE COOKING FOR SINGLES 
AND COUPLES, ONE YOUTUBE VIDEO AT A TIME

Whether you’re spending Valentine’s 
Day with the One or as a party of one, 
this local webseries has you covered. 

Two former University of Texas class- 
mates, Joy Zhang and Tiffany Chung, 
have created a burgeoning empire of 
Web-based inspiration for “healthy, sim- 
ple cooking on a smaller serving scale.” 

1-2 Simple Cooking gears its multiplat- 
form brand toward an audience of col- 
lege students, single professionals, and 
couples - those often faced with 
cooking predicaments such as 
smaller spaces, limited 
ingredients and budgets, 
and hectic schedules. Yet 
the bright aesthetics, 
short-and-sweet recipes, 
and accessible tips are 
user-friendly for a wide 
range of ages and skill levels. 

The very act of learning to 
cook can be empowering, but it’s 
also daunting. Building the skill sets 
that enable someone to try new ingre- 
dients or attempt to re-create favorite 
dishes at home “just takes practice. 

It’s fun, and it’s meant to be hands- 
on,” said Chung, an Austin-based free- 
lance filmmaker and the company’s 
executive producer, in a phone inter- 
view. “Eating healthy doesn’t mean 
you’re eating bland stuff or that it’s dif- 
ficult. In a lot of cases, it’s a lot easier 
to throw together something healthy.” 

After conceptualizing a website that 
helps “people to reconnect with their 
food again,” Chung noticed on Facebook 
that her friend Joy Zhang had started a 
food blog highlighting healthy dishes 
with her lovely food photography. They 
joined forces, and 1-2 Simple Cooking 
was born. Zhang, an internationally rec- 
ognized food blogger and photographer 
currently residing in Dallas - and the 
face and narrator of the videos - emi- 
grated from Shanghai, China, at age 2 
and spent her formative years learning 
the art of food from her mother. 

The duo launched their website after 
a successful Kickstarter campaign in 
2011 ... and then followed it up with a 
YouTube channel, Twitter feed, Facebook 
page, and Instagram gallery. The visual 
appeal of the women’s cohesive 1-2 
Simple Cooking brand is enticing: Their 
clean, bright, and snappy aesthetics 
mirror their mission statement (though 


we do wish the website’s 
text were a tad darker). 
“Because of our profes- 
sional backgrounds, we 
strive to produce high-quality 
visual content, hence the style of 
our website and Web videos,” Chung 
said. “Joy’s awesome food photography 
and our videos not [only] appeal to the 
senses, but it’s also an art for us.” 

The website’s recipe section is divid- 
ed into nine categories, each chock-full 
of recipes suited for various skill lev- 
els, ranging from the “Fast Food: sim- 
ple, wholesome recipes in under 10 
minutes” to slightly more involved reci- 
pes such as the spicy Thai green curry 
ramen. In addition to a variety of dish- 
es featuring meat, 1-2 Simple Cooking 
also caters to a diverse fan base with 
ideas for followers trying to stay gluten- 
free, vegetarian, or vegan. Drinks, cock- 
tails, seasonal favorites, and desserts 
are also offered, and one of Zhang’s 
party treat recipes - bacon-wrapped 
shrimp toast - was recently featured in 
People magazine’s Great Ideas. As a 
bonus specifically aimed at their target 
demographic, the shopping guide and 
storage tips are legitimately handy. 

What takes the brand to the next 
level is the webseries on their YouTube 
channel: Currently, 17 short videos 
averaging around 1-2 minutes, and no 
more than 5 minutes, offer cooking 
tips. Most of the videos are in the 200- 
500 views range, having rapidly gained 
popularity in the mere six months since 
launching the series, but a few boast 
more than 1,000 views, such as the 
“How to Pan Sear a Steak” video. Our 



increasingly tech-reliant world means 
“right now people’s attention span is 
really short,” said Chung, so cross-polli- 
nation via social media means fans 
can quickly access the information on 
their smartphones during short time 
windows. Going forward, Chung said, 
“eventually we would like to make this 
a community effort, too.” 

Zhang’s animated face and cheery, 
positive narration add whimsy to a 
delightfully stress-free and professional 
series. The efficiency and strategy, 
though, make the pair’s project that 
much more appealing. For example, a 
short how-to video on toaster oven-roast- 
ed carrots is followed by one featuring a 
carrot salad with scallions and almonds 
using the leftover carrots. Several videos z 
hovering around the minute-mark feature ° 
facts and tips such as one on how to “ 
select, preserve, and prep items like S 
onions, tomatoes, cilantro, and avocado, ^ 
followed by a quick five-ingredient guaca- o 
mole. Though the YouTube channel has 
been on a two-month video hiatus, a 
new Instagram micro-video popped up 
last week teasing a new Meyer lemon 
dessert recipe on the blog. 

Building a brand by reaching people 
at every step in their home-cooking jour- 
neys makes 1-2 Simple Cooking spe- 
cial: It’s perfect for budding chefs, but 
also entirely useful for more advanced 
cooks looking for a fresh, wholesome 
spin on their routines. “When you’re 
actually making [the food], you’re a 
part of the process, so you’re more 
conscious of eating well.” ■

2013 was an exciting time to be writing about the Austin 
food scene, with restaurants opening at a breakneck pace, 
unprecedented growth and expansion by homegrown chains, 
popular trailers converting to brick-and-mortar operations, 


the proliferation of pop-up restaurants and sub- 
scription supper clubs, and local, chef-driven fine- 
dining dynasties developing crowd-pleasing con- 
cepts. One of the main reasons we retired the 
annual Austin Chronicle Restaurant Poll and 
replaced it with our First Plates Awards last year 
was to create an awards system that better reflected 
the fluidity and dynamism of our local culinary 
scene. The First Plates Awards will now be a perma- 
nent fixture in our annual February Food Issue. All 
the writers who contribute to our food section will 
keep an eye on changes, trends, and developments 
during the year in an effort to make sure that each 
year’s list is an accurate representation of what’s 
happening in restaurants in neighborhoods all over 
the Austin metro area. 

For our current awards list, we considered res- 
taurants that were open during any part of 2013, 
with the exceptions of places such as the Driskill 
Grill and TRIO at the Four Seasons, both of which 
closed for refurbishment or rebranding while the 
issue was being put together, and Noble Sandwich 
Company, which was closing for a long-awaited 
relocation just as the issue hits the stands. We’ll 
have a chance to check them out for next year’s list, 
along with places that have opened in early 2014. 


Where multiple-outlet local chains are concerned, 
we’ve only recognized one location, but that same 
rule doesn’t apply to restaurant groups with a vari- 
ety of different concepts. You’ll notice we’ve also 
provided lists throughout of outstanding attributes 
and special dishes that we considered noteworthy 
in and of themselves. 

An undertaking of this magnitude doesn’t come 
together by magic. Contributing food writers Mick 
Vann, Wes Marshall, MM Pack, Claudia Alarcon, 
Rachel Feit, Kate Thornberry, Melanie Haupt, 
Jessi Cape, Anna Toon, and Gracie Salem all 
helped me choose this year’s winners, and we 
appreciated an assist from Zack Anderson, who 
managed our initial voting database. Our section’s 
in-house food handler, Managing Editor Kimberley 
Jones, deserves lots of credit for whipping the mas- 
sive amount of content we delivered into shape for 
your ultimate use. And big kudos to our proofread- 
ers Josh Kupecki, Danielle White, Adrienne White, 
and Amy Kamp, as well as intern Neha Aziz, for 
their fact-checking prowess. Check out our new 
First Plate Award winners and let us know what 
you think!

sxsw Taking Shape 

With the mother of all Austin music festivals 
a month away, the dizzying information overload 
of South by Southwest begins taking shape. 
The music schedule went live briefly on 
Monday and stays that way starting today, yield- 
ing noteworthy additions such as Kurt Vile, 
Warpaint, Lee Fields & the Expressions, 
Chance the Rapper, and Schoolboy Q. 
Naturally, those names merely scratch the sur- 
face of what’s to come, as the mammoth festi- 
val remains pregnant with unannounced action, 
like the keynote speaker. 

SXSW General Manager James Minor, now 
in his second year of running the show after 
the sudden death of Brent Grulke in 2012, 
was tight-lipped about the keynote when I 
found him working on the weekend at the 
test’s Downtown offices. “This year we have 
some late announcements,” he acknowledged, 
“but when people see what’s coming up, all 
will be forgiven.” 

Other speaking engagements, including 
Pulp singer Jarvis Cocker, millennial hip-hop 
luminary Sean “Diddy” Combs, and rock & 
roll icon Neil Young have been previously 
announced. Minor did reveal that SXSW’s pop- 
ular free outdoor concerts will return, taking 
place Thursday through Saturday at Butler 
Park, across the street from and standing in 
for Auditorium Shores while it undergoes a 
C3 Presents-sponsored facelift. Fun Fun 


Fun Fest recently announced it would hold 
part of its November music fest there. 

“Those shows are really important to us 
because it’s something we do for the com- 
munity,” Minor allowed. 

A Friday headliner has been secured, but 
not announced. Speaking of top billings, 
Outkast won’t be one of them. Minor con- 
firmed that the funky Atlanta rap duo won’t 
hold a proper concert at SXSW despite the 
fact that Andre 3000 is bringing his Jimi 
Hendrix biopic All Is by My Side to 
the film portion of the multi- 
headed SXSW. Meanwhile, the 
roster for the March 14 trib- 
ute to Lou Reed, other 
than Alejandro Escovedo 
and Richard Barone, 
remains a mystery 
although Velvet 
Underground founder 
John Cale, who produced 
Escovedo ’s 2006 album The 
Boxing Mirror, seems to be a 
likely candidate. 

Aside from the addition of Butler 
Park, notable SXSW venue shake-ups 
include Infest, whose lockout caused a 
week’s worth of hip-hop bookings to be 
relocated, and the Convention Center’s 
Austin Ballroom, which hosts high pro- 
file shows day and night, including the 
Austin Music Awards. 


Did someone say Austin Music Awards? 

The lineup for the annual extravaganza, 
wherein winners of the Austin Music Poll 
are announced, owns the Convention Center’s 
Austin Ballroom Wednesday, March 12, 
7:55pm. Local heroine Lucinda Williams 
headlines a choice roster that includes 
Asleep at the Wheel’s Ray Benson team 
ing up with native son Elias Haslanger and 
Hammond B-3 organ whisperer Dr.

Though they’re unannounced 
as yet, we hear some Rock & Roll Hall of 
Famers will be on hand to present awards 
to this year’s mega class of local Hall of 
Famers. The AMAs also feature a multi-gen- 
erational performance from the Youngblood 
Choir, headed by the Chronicle's voice of 
the next generation, William Harries 


Graham, alongside 
Marlon and Finley

How do you eat 
healthy on tour?

On tour, food is fuel. We musicians fill up 
at diners, drive-throughs, grocery stores, 
and backstage, then burn it up onstage. 

Back home, we have our kitchens - regu- 
lar diets and comfort food - but that’s thou- 
sands of miles away. When it’s full speed 
ahead to the next city, hunger can spread 
through a van quicker than a sing-along. Do 
we hit the next exit and go greasy at the 
golden starches, or do we GPS the nearest 
Whole Foods and get fresh? 

Time and money are constant concerns 
for touring acts, but so are health and hap- 
piness. This lifestyle, where both indul- 
gence and efficiency match up in equal 
measure, remains a time-honored path, so < 
professionals always have a program. A 1 
handful of Austin musicians who live by the “ 
highway offer a glimpse at survival on the ^ 
blacktop. w 

Joe Ely’s Rules of the Road 

Eating on the run has long been a serious 
consideration for Joe Ely. In his train- 
hopping teenage years, it was all about sur- 
viving off very little money. A 75-cent bag of 
dried red beans could keep him cooking for 
four or five days. 

Since then, the longtime Austinite has 
enjoyed an epic career as one of the pre- 
eminent Texas troubadours, and at age 67, 
he’s still conscious of what’s on his plate. 

“I’ve been eating on the road with a band 
for 50 years now and it’s a damn wonder I’m 
still upright,” chuckled Ely over the phone 
last week. “I probably wouldn’t be if I 
hadn’t picked up a few special tricks.” 

Tip 1: Eat Local 

“The main thing to look for is a restau- 
rant with a lot of cars around it, or, if you’re 
in Texas, pickup trucks. You have to see 
what attracts the locals. Your enemy is old 
food that’s been sitting around for five days 
and hasn’t turned over. It’ll kill you or keep 
you from getting to the show. If you see a 
Chinese buffet with one car at noon, keep 
on driving as fast as you can.” 

Tip 2 : There’s No Such Thing 
as a French Hamburger 

“The worst thing I’ve ever eaten on tour 
was a burger in Paris. Thirty minutes after 
eating it, I was green and literally crawling 
down the street and an ambulance picked 
me up and took me to the hospital. The doc- 
tor asked, What did you eat?’ I told him 
about the burger place on Champs-Elysees 
and he just shook his head. He had the most 
beautiful nurse I’d ever seen bring me in a 
big meal and a bottle of wine and said, ‘Eat 
all of it.’ So there’s this gorgeous woman 


feeding me green beans, breaded steak, 
corn, and red wine. Afterward I felt so great 
they almost had to kick me out of the hospi- 
tal. The doctor looked at me and said, 
‘Always eat good and drink wine.’” 

Tip 3: Go Mexican 

“I used to have a rule that you shouldn’t 
eat Mexican food north of the Red River. 
I’ve taken that back because Mexican food 
throughout the country has gotten a lot bet- 
ter over the years.” 

Tip 4: John Prine’s Buying 

“John Prine once told me, ‘Treat your- 
self to a nice meal at least every other day 
while traveling.’ It’ll make you feel good 
about yourself and sustain you physically 
and mentally.” 

Tip 5: Fist, Meet Stomach 

When asked how, after decades of touring 
and tens of thousands of hours in buses and 
vans, he’s remained so strapping, Ely held 
up his fist. “That’s the size of your stomach. 
It’s not that big. I quit eating when I’m sat- 
isfied, not when I’m full. Eating small 
amounts of food will keep you from feeling 
run-down at the show.” 

Tip 7 : Italian Cuisine 

“I’ll jump at any chance to tour in Italy 
because of the food. It’s heaven. The food is 
so well prepared and the way they eat is 
such an interesting social event. They’ll 
purposefully sit enemies or feuding lovers 
across the table from each other and over 
the meal - which is seven or eight courses 
and takes three hours to eat - you’ll argue 
and do what you need to do, but at the end 
of the experience you’ll walk away smiling 
with your arm around the other person.” 


Thor Harris, Vegan Warrior 

With his blond mane and brawny physique, 
Thor Harris looks every bit the God of 
Thunder. With a drumming resume including 
Swans, Shearwater, Bill Callahan, Amanda 
Palmer, and Nazi Gold, he sounds like it, too. 
Beyond percussion guru status, Harris is also 
an impressive woodworker and visual artist, 
and an overall renegade of thought and deed 
who’s authored two popular lifestyle lists. 

On his recent offering, “How to Live Like 
a King for Very Little,” which went viral last 
month, the veteran local advised readers to 
“buy most of your groceries from the pro- 
duce section. Most of that other shit is not 
actually food.” 

Harris has been a vegetarian since his 
health-conscious eighth-grade science teach- 
er inspired him to ditch the meat and pota- 
toes fixation. At his East Austin abode, a cas- 
tlelike compound with citrus trees and a rus- 
tic backyard workshop, we pick greens from 
his overgrown winter garden, which would be 
better tended if he didn’t spend most of the 
year on tour. Inside his handcrafted home, I 
contribute homegrown tomatoes and carrots 
for a salad, drizzled with a signature dressing 
my host concocts in a mason jar. Can he pos- 
sibly maintain similar standards on tour? 

“Yeah, even a little bit better,” he says 
between bites. “In Swans we all agree that 
eating tons of fresh fruits and vegetables is 
good for us, so our rider requests local fruits 
and veggies. When we show up to a club, the 
backstage looks like a produce section, 
except that there’s a lot of beer, too.” 

When Harris hits the road with less estab- 
lished acts, he shops. 

“As often as I’m looking for a restaurant, 
I’m looking for a decent grocery store and 


buy shit from the produce section, then 
graze on it all day instead of bombing my 
gut with one meal then sitting in the van. In 
some bleak corners of the Earth, the pro- 
duce section is beaten down, but for the 
most part they’ve got worthwhile stuff.” 
Both on the road and at home, Harris 
avoids fast food as well as processed and 
dyed grocery items, remembering the 
adage, “Don’t eat anything your great- 
grandmother wouldn’t recognize as food.” 
“Take these,” he says, handing me a part- 
ing gift of Texas-grown grapefruits and 
pecans that he collected while recording at 
Sonic Ranch Studios, which is on an 
orchard. “This is real food.” 

Tour Dating With Ume 

An ume is a Japanese plum, often served 
pickled. “If you go to a Japanese market, 
you’ll see them,” observes Lauren Larson, 
frontwoman for Austin’s heavy art-rock trio 
Ume. “They look like testicles.” 

“We’ve tasted them,” confirms her bass- 
playing bandmate Eric Larson. “They’re 
disgusting. But ume also means persever- 
ance and devotion in Japanese.” 

That’s a more fitting translation consider- 
ing the Larsons have been married over a 
decade. They met in Houston’s underground 
punk scene, with Eric being the first guy to 
ask for Lauren’s number. They’ve been mak- 
ing music together ever since. Ume’s early 
tours were hand-to-mouth, playing scattered 
shows at crust-punk houses and anarchist 
collectives, where food was often the only 
payment received. “That was part of book- 
ing,” remembers the singer. “If we could get 
a meal out of it, then we could make it work.”

Over the last couple of years, Ume’s 
stepped up its touring, opening for Helmet, 
the Toadies, and Jane’s Addiction, and hit- 
ting Europe. This year, with the upcoming 
release of third LP Monuments, the local 
threesome’s road schedule should be equal- 
ly busy. How does the Larsons’ tour diet 
differ from their domestic life? 

At home, they start each day with home- 
made juices, which Lauren says helps her 
with singing and her immune system. 
Taking the juicer on tour? Tempting, but 
cleaning it out in the dirty bathroom sink of 
a club isn’t convenient. Of all the interstate 
fare, the Larsons and drummer Rachel 
Fuhrer prefer the down-home fixings of 
Cracker Barrel, while in urban environ- 
ments the frontwoman uses Yelp and Trip 
Advisor for recommendations, which they 
also solicit from the club staff. 

As part of Ume’s 2012 Kickstarter cam- 
paign, they offered a “Foodie Pack” reward 
that included an international list of the 25 
best restaurants the band visited on tour. 
Despite nine-hour drives, load-in, sound 
check, setting up merch, performing, and 
load-out, the Larsons frequently break off 
for some quality time together. 

“That’s what I look forward to most on 
the road,” admits Eric. “To sit down for an 
hour and enjoy a nice meal - and have it 
with Lauren - is the best.” 

Black Pistol Fire Poutine 

“We’re the fastest-eating band around,” 
laughs Eric Owen from a corner booth at a 
Mexican restaurant in East Austin. He and 
bandmate Kevin McKeown have finished 
their plates and I’m barely one taco in. “I’m 
from a family of six and Kevin’s from seven, 
so you had to make sure you eat that shit up 
or you don’t get seconds.” 

The Toronto transplants, who’ve played 
music together since adolescence, moved to 
Austin in 2009 and formed the heavy 
blues rock duo Black Pistol Fire. The 
best buds have shared many a meal, 
including one outrageous poutine- 
and burger-eating challenge that 
left them vomiting in and around 
a Canadian restaurant. That gas- 
trological disaster notwithstand- 
ing, the duo are actually very con- 
scientious eaters who understand 
how to eat efficiently in transit. 

“Look at eating on tour a couple ways: the 
economics of it, your nutritional aspect, and 
then taste,” prefaces Owen. 

One daily staple, he explains, remains the 
Clif Bar, a high-density energy bar whose 
logo indicates it will prepare you to scale 
dangerous rock formations, and is readily 
available at most gas stations. 

“That’s usually breakfast,” continues 
McKeown. “There’s a lot of good stuff in it, 
and it provides for a pleasurable exit.” 

“We also eat a lot of $5 foot-longs from 
Subway,” adds Owen. “On the interstate, 
that’s the best option. You’re driving by 
McDonald’s, Wendy’s, Carl’s Jr., and you 
just say, ‘Where can I get anything I won’t 
feel terrible after eating?’ Subway, at least, 
has fresh veggies and whole-grain bread, 
and it’s affordable.” 


While occasionally a venue will provide 
dinner for Black Pistol Fire, most of the time 
they take the “buyout,” which in McKeown’s 
Canadian accent sounds like “buy-oot.” 

“A buyout is when the venue will give 
you cash to buy your own dinner,” he 
explains. “We might get $30 or $40, then go 
purchase something simple and healthy, 
and save the leftover money.” 

A bad diet on tour results in lethal van 
farts and weight gain, but the worst possi- 
ble consequence might be lethargy. “It’s all 
about staying healthy and feeling good,” 
nods Owen, “because in the end, you have 
to be able to drive all day then get on stage 
and rock your ass off.” 

Travels With Shakey 

Shakey Graves burns more calories 
onstage than most musicians. “I basically 
get up there and run in place for 45 minutes 
while singing,” laughs the popular one-man 
band, who sings mysterious ballads while 
fingerpicking a guitar and working two foot 
pedals to beat a suitcase drum. 

If he doesn’t manage his preshow routine 
properly, a missed meal can have serious 
ramifications. “I’ve felt like passing out 
during a show,” he says. “I felt like I was in 
the right zone when I hit the stage, but then 
I start exerting energy and realize I have no 
reserves and get lightheaded. It can be 
intense and surreal.” 

Graves describes his tour diet as “burning 
it clean.” He avoids sugar and eats a lot of 
fruits and nuts. His hospitality rider fur- 
nishes him almonds, beef jerky, apples, 
wine, and a bottle of Jameson at every show 
- all durable items he can take with him in 
the van and munch on the next day. There’s 
one item, not on his rider, that he can’t live 
without. “I’m a disgusting coffee addict, 
especially on the road,” he admits, shaking 
his head. “I’ve even been going to McDonald’s 
because it’s the only place I can find 
decent iced coffee in some areas.” 
The caffeine helps with the 
long drives between shows and 
also has notable digestive ben- 
efits. “I think that pooping 
properly, especially when 
you’re traveling, is essential. If 
you’re not pooping, you’re 
fucked. Coffee is a cheater’s way 
to pooping, but it works.” 

Tour life has turned the 26-year-old Austin 
native into a self-proclaimed “food dork.” 
“When you’re traveling to new places all 
the time, it’s fun to get excited about a local 
thing like getting fish on the East Coast or a 
cheesesteak at Pat’s in Philadelphia or check- 
ing out some restaurant from a TV chef who’s 
supposed to be badass,” says Graves, who 
admits that, at least once, he’s booked shows 
specifically to eat at a favorite restaurant. 

Whether he’s dining at a swank restaurant 
or assembling a “poor man’s salad” in the 
parking lot of the Walmart where he just slept 
in his van, Graves understands that satisfac- 
tion from food is equally mental and physical. 

“Ultimately, it all comes down to your 
brain,” he posits. “If you think you’re main- 
taining your body, you feel good. That’s 
what matters. ■

Gina Chavez up.rooted 

Pride bursts from every track of up.rooted. 

Fiery Latina Gina Chavez celebrates her musi- 
cal roots in this natural progression from 
2007 debut Hanging Spoons, which revealed 
a singer-songwriter just beginning to discover 
aspects of her heritage. Two years later, the 
native Austinite traveled to El Salvador to 
teach English and returned with a burning love 
for reggaeton and world music, resulting in a 
decisive sound and emphatic vocals. Working 
with $20,000 in Kickstarter funds, Chavez 
melds perfectly pop opener “Save Me” with 
reggae (“Siete-D”) and hypnotic, bilingual 
cumbias (“Miles de Millas,” “Gotta Get”). 

Enlisting veteran local studio genius Michael 
Ramos (Patty Griffin; his Charanga Cakewalk) 
results in a flawlessly bilingual balance between South American, Mexican, and American influ- 
ences. Each track bristles with authenticity: Folk idols Eliza Gilkyson and Nathan Hamilton 
lend harmonies on sweeping Latin ballad “Todo Cambia,” the Grupo Fantasma horns electrify 
“Gotta Get,” and Ramos’ electrifying accordion vies for LP MVP. “Soy Quien Soy” declares her 
love of South America, and it defines up.rooted: Chavez asked hard questions, put in the miles, 
and emerged brimming with dynamic self- 
assurance. (CD release: Saturday, Feb. 15, 

Stateside at the Paramount.)

Erin Ivey & Tosca String Quartet 

Whisper of the Moon 

In the galaxy of Austin songwriting stars, 
few, if any, have approached Erin Ivey’s 
steady growth. Every time she enters the 
studio, the results are adventurous and 
stimulating. At seven songs, Whisper of the 
Moon straddles the line between LP and EP, 
yet feels lamentably brief. On an inspired set 
of lullabies and fairy tales, Ivey’s translucent 
vocals hover over Tosca String Quartet’s 
cushioning chamber music in an aural envi- 
ronment that’s sweet without being syrupy. 
One song, “L.T.F.D.” (Long Tall Fantastic 
Dream), with its stuttering rhythm and shady 
overtones, could pass for sexy. Meanwhile 
“Jack’s Lullaby,” a co-write with the equally 
venturesome Darden Smith, appropriates from Mother Goose in a novel way, and “Rest 
Your Head” no doubt will achieve its goal of inducing sleep in children. Ivey’s packaging 
also remains inventive, noted illustrator Graham Franciose providing whimsical album art, 
and DVD visuals capturing all seven songs in the studio, although to these ears the CD mix 
sounds a bit deeper. Whisper of the Moon notches Ivey’s second successful Kickstarter proj- 
ect in a year, and with the results so satis- 
fying, her horizon seems endless.

The Offering: Flesh 

Tough to tell where 
Kalu James culls 
his choruses, but 
there’s something 
about “Dreams aren’t 
meant to be easy/ 

It’s that ever-elusive

that feels smothered in smoked gouda. The 
Nigerian-born tenor transplant has strummed 
vapid singer-songwriting fare since 2006’s 
The Way I Feel instructed fans to “Listen to 
the wind and everything around you, baby,” 
providing little variation in between (check 
the verses on 2008’s Dim the Lights). The 
Offering: Flesh, his third disc, progresses no 
further, serving just a few highlights - the 
Wild Child-y “ba-da-ba-dada-ba” on “What 
Happened to Those Days,” the subtle horns 
behind “The World Needs You,” the harder 
charge throughout “Dark Days” - amidst a 
sea of half-baked lyrics. “I’m a soldier, sol- 
dier of your love,” he sings on album closer 
“Fields of Lavender.” “But I’m wounded, and 
now I have hate.” Oof.

Ghosts Along 
the Brazos 

When It Rains It 
Pours (Big Bend) 

Ghosts Along 
the Brazos’ second 
effort latches on one 
word: growth. The 
five local twenty- 
somethings were already established play- 
ers on their own, with resumes that include 
stints with the Belleville Outfit, Marshall Ford 
Swing Band, Junior Brown, and Ray Price. 
Throughout the eight-song, 25-minute 1/1/hen It 


Rains It Pours the songwriting, ensemble play, 
and genres attacked - rather than attempted 
- all sound more luminous. They still rely on 
swing for a jumping off point, as evidenced 
by the call and response of “Fool, Fool, Fool,” 
but Connor Forsyth’s piano showcase, the 
instrumental “Corndog Shuffle,” possesses a 
second line beat that’s newly contagious for 
them, while the Beatles-meet-Ben Folds of 
“I’ll Get Home” turns a novel idea in musical 
reality. Bassist Kristopher Wade’s “Thoughts 
of You in Spring” gets a bit mawkish, a GATB 
weak spot, but When It Rains It Pours proves 
they’re capable of many different colors.

Jason Eady 

Daylight & Dark 
(Old Guitar) 

Two years ago, 

AM Country Heaven 
established Jason 
Eady as a Texas 
songwriter worth 
watching, and follow- 
up fifth LP Daylight & Dark cements the 
reputation, even if the Fort Worth singer still 
hasn’t quite yet hit his stride. Eady’s compo- 
sitions go down like sipping whiskey, easy but 
with just enough bite to feel it. That’s both 
a credit and an obstacle as he continues to 
find his voice. His songwriting’s most convinc- 
ing in Seventies country tones, hearkening 
Don Williams on the title track and Willie 
Nelson on the excellent “Liars and Fools,” 
yet the album misgauges at the outset with 
“OK Whiskey,” reaching for red-dirt honky- 
tonk but lacking the substantial kick. Eady’s 
best as balladeer: the rolling sway of “The 
Other Side of Abilene,” touch of broken grit in 
“Temptation,” and drawl to “Lonesome Down 
and Out.” As he continues carving a niche, 
Jason Eady will eventually strike gold.

Savages 

Savage Country 
(Steady Boy) 

Scourges of the 
long-gone Soap Creek 
Saloon, Austin’s 
Uranium Savages come 
roaring back to life after a 30-year absence 
from the recording studio. Time hasn’t 
stemmed their coarse, ill-mannered irrever- 
ence and sharp satirical wit, with Kerry Awn 
still firmly in place as the main voice. As the 
title proclaims, the Savage wit turns to country 
music with an accuracy of twang and a man- 
date to offend in the best possible fashion. 
How two-steppers at the Broken Spoke would 
take “Real Men,” which veers the trucker 
song towards Monty Python’s “Lumberjack 
Song” (“Real men wear women’s clothing!”), 
or the reformed party girl saga “Bicker, Leer & 
Whine” is unknown. They’ll likely be too busy 
scootin’ boots to Uranium Savages’ authentic 
honky-tonk mojo to notice how hard their legs 
are being pulled. Seriously funny.

Everyone's Dead Before They 
Leave: A Tribute to the Cherubs 
(Unfortunate Miracle) 

In just two years of 
active duty, local noise- 
rock trio Cherubs chis- 
eled out a legacy that 
reverberates decades 
later. Released in 
1994, Heroin Man 
remains the cinematic 
high water mark of Trance Syndicate Records’ 
first stage. Now that guitarist Kevin Whitley, 
bassist Owen McMahon, and drummer Brent 
Prager are writing songs again, Everyone's 
Dead ... serves as a drool-flecked invitation 
for reacquaintance. Italian prog-noise hybrid 


Dead Elephant maintains fealty to the source 
with a cataclysmic take on “Stag Party,” while 
Detroit’s Beige Eagle Boys floor “Chanukka” 
into a wall of tribal drums, guttural guitars, 
and demented screams. Sitz Brau’s techno/ 
industrial reimagining of “Baby Huey” and 
Smooth Companion’s dobro-driven “Orange 
Julius” both dispense with the template in an 
intriguing manner. Sweden’s Light Screamer 
combines stoner rock and dark psychedelia on 
“Sugary” before the Christ Punchers take a full 
nine minutes to crash-land “The Big Groovy” 
somewhere on the other side of the mountain.

Lions of Tsavo 

Traverser 
(Toxic Assets) 

Making abrasion 
accessible ain’t easy, 
but Lions of Tsavo 
count many arrows in 
their quiver. The Austin 
trio gives equal time to doom-mongering 
sludge, prog-kissed post-rock, blackened 
thrash, and steel-jacketed noisecore on its 
fourth full-length, shot through with riffs that 
owe as much to the clangor of an auto factory 
as to classic metal. Atmospheric arpeggios 
lead into unsettling riffs and feral vocals on 
“Traverser of Guriin,” before launching into 
vein-popping thrash and a hair-whipping death 
pound. Chugging anthemics share quarters 
with crusty doom in “Tunnel Giant,” while 
nascent tunefulness fights for space in the 
dusty cloud pervading “Circuital.” “Berlahars” 
soars except when it slogs, keeping one fist 
raised to the heavens and the other clutching 
mud, and “Permafrost” dives into a death/ 
doom groove, suffused by smoky melodics 
and a Neurosis crash.

The International New York Times edition published in Kuala Lumpur on

However, the Malaysian printer (who had downloaded the digital pages and 
set them to paper) had added black boxes to cover just the faces of each 
pig in the photo. “If there is picture of nudes or [the] like, this we will cover 
[up],” a publisher’s spokesman told The Malay Mail. “This is a Muslim country.” 
The story, headline, and photo were otherwise identical to the versions that 
appeared elsewhere in New York Times editions.

WEIRD SCIENCE 

The Joy of Researching: A team of Czech 
Republic researchers led by Vlastimil Hart, 
writing for Frontiers in Zoology in December, 
reported that dogs, among a few species of 
mammals, dealing with a nature’s call, spon- 
taneously align their body axes with the 
Earth’s magnetic field. To reach that conclu- 
sion, the researchers said they observed 70 
dogs of 37 breeds during defecation (1,893 
observations) and urination (5,582) over a 
two-year period.

1) ThinkGeek has introduced the Tactical

a Champagne vending machine for New 
Year’s celebrations. The French bottler Moet 
& Chandon offered bottles of bubbly behind 
glass doors for the equivalent of $29. 

Marketing Challenges: 1) “Does Germany 
really need a gourmet restaurant for dogs?” 
asked Berlin’s Bild newspaper. Regardless, 
the Pets Deli in the Grunewald neighborhood 
of Berlin offers servings for the equivalent of 
about $4-6, either takeout or arranged in 
metal bowls on Pets Deli’s floor. Said owner 
David Spanier, lauding his upscale, healthful 


treats, “Junk food is bad for animals.” 2) 
Around Tokyo, “idle boredom is an impossible 
option,” wrote Vice.com in December, as a 
reporter described a resort just out of town 
where one could swim in a pool of green tea, 
coffee, sake, or (the most popular treat) 
wine. “A giant bottle of Merlot” spilled into a 
pond the size of a minivan, he wrote (while 
braving the Yunessun resort’s warnings not 
to drink from the pool). Though male and 
female nudity is tolerated in Japan’s hot 
springs spas, Yunessun discourages it. 

LEADING ECONOMIC INDICATORS 

Management Comes to the Terrorism 
Industry: 1) In November, the Army of Islam 
(Syrian rebels) announced, via a dazzling, fully 
functional website, that it had “job vacancies” 
in the fields of graphic design, photography, 
printing, journalism, reporting and media pro- 
motion, and programming. The anti-Assad force 
already has a Facebook page featuring videos 
of alleged military victories. 2) Somalia’s coast- 
al pirates, having peaked in 2009 in boat cap- 
tures, may now be laying low only because of 
the familiar business problem of “inventory 
management.” A November analysis by Quartz 
showed the pirates with such a surplus of 
hijacked vessels - still with earnings potential 

- that they would likely wind those down before 
taking to the seas again. 

Mumbai, India, has its share of Western- 
style financial advisers using computer pro- 
grams familiar to Wall Street - but with the 
additional layering of “financial astrologers,” 
who forecast successes and failures based on 
the alignment of the planets, among other indi- 
cators. According to a Business Week report in 
September, the GaneshaSpeaks service (with 
inspiration by the elephant-headed Lord 
Ganesha, god of wisdom) claims 1,200 sub- 
scribers at the equivalent of about $80 a year. 
Said one astrologer, “Fund managers used to 
laugh at me.” During crises, he said, “I’m con- 
stantly crunching market and planetary data.” 

A group of (legal) prostitutes in the 
Netherlands began a campaign in December 
to have their occupation officially termed so 
dangerous and physically challenging that 
they should be allowed (as soccer players 
are) to save in tax-free pension funds. They 
carry out “difficult physical work,” their lawyer 
said, and their careers are likewise short-lived 

- much better-suited for the young. 
Furthermore, he pointed out, prostitutes are 
not able, post-career, to earn money coaching 
or making endorsements. 

American health care reformers routinely 
decry the inability of consumers/patients to 
compare prices of services to help drive 
down the costs. Two doctors, writing for the 
Journal of the American Medical Association in 
December, illuminated the problem by survey- 
ing 20 hospitals in the Philadelphia area. 
Nineteen fully disclosed the prices for parking 
in the hospital garage (and potential dis- 
counts were shown), but only three of the 20 
would disclose their prices for routine electro- 
cardiograms ($137, $600, $1,200).

My Flatonia to Lockhart barbecue 
trail passes at least six barbecue joints. 

I stopped at four to bring home supper 
for our Lunar New Year celebration. Seven 
members of my family sampled food from 
each and this is what we decided. 

Luling City Market was the overall favor- 
ite. When I got there late on a Friday after- 
noon, the smoker was empty of everything 
except pork ribs and sausage. Their sau- 
sage was unanimously decreed the best 
of the four kinds of sausages we tried. 

The pork ribs were pronounced excellent. 

Kreuz Market in Lockhart had the best 
brisket of the three we tried. It was well 
cooked without being dry. Their German 
potatoes were the favorite of the sides 
we tried. 

Chisholm Trail Bar-B-Q in Lockhart 
provided brisket, beef ribs, sausage, and 
sides. The broccoli salad was among the 
favorites. Neither sample of beef ribs was 



stellar, but Chisholm Trail’s were the better of 
the two. 

Joel’s Bar-B-Q on 1-10 at the Flatonia exit 
has been a favorite of mine for years, largely 
for the easy access to the interstate. The tur- 
key and beans did not have any competition 
and were declared best in class. The pecan 
pie was excellent. It is interesting to note that 
Joel’s Polish-style sausage uses fine-ground 
pork, while the other three joints make a 
coarse-ground, loose-style sausage.

The Great Beauty

Wild set-pieces and rueful observations are the 
stock in trade of this Italian film by one of the modern 


masters of cinema, Paolo Sorrentino. 
Heretofore Sorrentino has been best-known 
on these shores for his historical drama 
II Divo and the English-language This Must 
Be the Place, which stars Sean Penn as a 
retired goth rocker who is reborn as a Nazi 
hunter during a classic road trip through 
the American West. In The Great Beauty, 
Sorrentino is working in a mode that resem- 
bles that of Federico Fellini, 
whose La Dolce Vita and 8 V 2 
set the tone for the self-reflex- 
ive cinema of the Italian artist, 
so much so that you can vir- 
tually picture the role of this 
film’s central character, Italian journalist Jep 
Gambardella (Servillo), being played by Fellini 
alter ego Marcello Mastroianni. 

When we first come upon Jep, he’s stand- 
ing slightly aloof from the crowd, with the first 
of many cigarettes to come perched between 
his lips. He’s swaying slightly to the music 
as sybaritic revelers dance vigorously in the 
foreground. The celebration is in honor of 
Jep’s 65th birthday, and the character begins 
an ongoing monologue addressed to those of 
us in the theatre. As he turns 65, he is over- 
come with a new concern about wasting time. 


He reveals that he came to Rome when he 
was 26, and 40 years ago published a novel 
called The Human Apparatus, for which he was 
heralded as one of the premier voices of his 
era. He became the “king of the socialites,” 
and spent every dusk till dawn among the 
city’s hedonists, indulging in every pleasure 
the ancient capital had to offer. These days he 
works as a journalist who reviews avant-garde 
artworks whose attitudes appear 
even more cynical and jaded than 
his. Jep is a born observer, as he 
explains to us at length. 

Eventwise, little occurs in this 
perambulatory movie. The hus- 
band of one of his youthful paramours visits 
him to reveal that the woman has died. The 
past and present swirl in his consciousness. 
We gain a sense of modern Rome along with a 
sense of the man; the mood is sardonic, over- 
arching, and of a piece with the quote from 
Celine that prefaces the film. Indeed, it must 
be said that Jep’s musings and ambulatory 
observations overstay their welcome a little 
bit in this film that goes well past the two-hour 
mark. Yet even in its disassociation, The Great 
Beauty ingratiates itself as a witty and compel- 
ling companion - much like Jep Gambardella.

© ABOUT LAST NIGHT

This second adaptation of David Mamet’s 
1974 play Sexual Perversity in Chicago - 
sanded down in 1986 as About Last 
Night ... - moves the action to Los Angeles 
and reinstates the sexual perversity with 
gleeful abandon for a talk-heavy, hard-R com- 
edy about hooking up and settling down. 

The film begins with the postmortem on a 
one-night stand, as chipper horndog Bernie 
(Hart) delivers the blow-by-blow to his best 
friend Danny (Ealy). Bernie’s version is cross- 
cut with his hookup partner Joan’s (Hall) own 
account, as told to her roommate Debbie 
(Bryant). There are discrepancies, but also 
ding-ding-ding, cross-the-aisle moments of 
concurrence, in a clever establishment of 
what will be a continuing theme: how rare it 
is for two lovers to be on the same page. 

Bernie and Joan are both outlandish char- 
acters - vulgar, prone to hysterics, equally 
repelled and wild with lust for the other - 
while Danny and Debbie, who fall into their 
own relationship, provide a more grounded, 
heartfelt platform to explore the complica- 
tions that come with cohabitation. There 
are two different tracks of movies traveling 
in parallel here - a broad sex comedy and 
a sweeter-tempered, traditionally plotted 
romantic comedy - and it’s a hallmark of how 
exceptionally well-cast this thing is that the 
divergent styles are not a misstep but a sell- 
ing point. 

The script is by Leslye Headland, who 
wrote and directed the snaggletoothed 
Bachelorette; it’s an intriguing what-if to won- 
der if her direction might have toughened the 


film up some, evened out what’s a slight bias 
of perspective toward the men. ( Hot Tub Time 
Machine's Steve Pink directs, with a real eye 
for downtown-L.A.-loft porn but also a bit of 
a bungling of the film’s exit shot.) About Last 
Night is essentially one long conversation 
that shifts locations from a bar to a ballpark 
to a swimming pool, and so on, and only the 
surface is scratched on certain ideas and 
subplots. Ultimately, the filmmakers are only 
interested in exploring the sexual itch, and 
that itch gets scratched six ways to Sunday. A 
perfectly executed punch line will make up for 
almost anything - not that About Last Night 
has much to apologize for: It’s the funniest, 
friskiest date movie in a good long while.

ENDLESS LOVE 

D: Shana Feste; with Gabriella Wilde, Alex Pettyfer,

A shockingly beautiful girl (Wilde) from a 
very wealthy family has traveled through high 
school as a distant presence, removed from 
any normal social interactions by her beauty, 
status, and the emotional consequences 
resulting from losing her older brother to 
cancer two years earlier. On graduation day, 
a blue-collar classmate (Pettyfer) who has 
admired her from afar for years, ends up 
talking to her briefly. This leads directly to a 
party at her house where these two ready tin- 
ders anxiously rub together and explode into 
a consuming, romantic fire. 

In Franco Zeffirelli’s 1981 film adapta- 
tion of Scott Spencer’s bestselling novel, 


the love of the characters played by Brooke 
Shields and Martin Hewitt is dangerous: 

She is just 15 while he is 17. Shields 
truly was the poster child for inappropriate 
adolescent (and preadolescent) lust, hav- 
ing played a 12-year-old prostitute in Pretty 
Baby as well as starring in Tilt, Wanda 
Nevada, and The Blue Lagoon. Sizzling hot 
at 16, she was desirable, erotically pack- 
aged, and conventionally off-limits. Not that 
her real age should matter, but 23-year- 
old Wilde is not nearly the same forbid- 
den fruit, especially since she is playing 
a 17-year-old here (though she does look 
15), an age more appropriate for romance. 
Pettyfer, who is actually a year younger than 
Wilde, looks more like five years her senior, 
rather than 18. 

Not to harp on petty details, but this film 
is so colossally tone-deaf and off-key in every 
way that its collection of jarring missteps 
almost carries it into the arms of perverse 
comedy. If the vanilla, homogenized, soap 
opera/TV commercial, teen-romance stereo- 
types had just been pushed a bit further, one 
could easily believe that this was meant as a 
send-up or even an avant-garde reimagining. 

Whereas the romance in Zeffirelli’s origi- 
nal was almost frightening because of its 
passion and off-limits love, here the igniting 
element is a way too over protective, class- 
prejudiced, domineering father (Greenwood), 
who, having never recovered from his son’s 
death, wants to completely control his 
daughter’s life. He is the most demented 
character, far more off-kilter than the lovers 
or their affair. 

The structure of the narrative action is 
abrupt and random, and includes a dance 
contest at a party that is both mind-boggling 
and absurd. The dialogue sounds like an 
assemblage arbitrarily constructed from 


random lines from similar works. Much of 
the film is told in mystifying and occasionally 
disturbing close-ups, suggesting parody more 
than evoking emotional resonance. 

She’s too pretty, his head is too big, her 
father is too weird, and his father (Patrick) 
looks way too much like her father. Filled 
with artificial though blunted melodrama, it is 
perversely fascinating, much like watching a 
car wreck. Not surprisingly, it includes one.

After making its premiere 11 months ago 
at last year’s South by Southwest under the 
title The Bounceback, Bryan Poyser’s film 
has now bounced back to theatres and VOD 
under the more intriguing title Love & Air Sex. 
This made-in-Austin film is a raunchy roman- 
tic comedy that is as contemporary as it is 
smart and humorous. (For those unfamiliar 
with the titular event, air sex is a real com- 
petition - the sexual equivalent of air guitar, 
performed clothed and solo - that has a 
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home at the Alamo Drafthouse, where local 
competitors vie to represent Austin in the 
world championship matches.) 

Love & Air Sex continues the sexual pri- 
macy evident in Poyser’s previous feature 
films, Lovers of Hate and Dear Pillow, but is 
packaged in the more user-friendly format 
of a romantic comedy. It’s Poyser’s first film 
to have a screenplay that he didn’t write by 
himself (David DeGrow Shotwell and Steven 
Walters share the screenwriting credit), and 
perhaps that’s why Love & Air Sex dispenses 
with some of this Austin filmmaker’s more 
outre tendencies. 

The movie opens with a nicely constructed 
prologue that shows us the history of an 
Austin couple - Cathy (Bell, who was so 
good in The Last Exorcism that the illogical- 
sounding The Last Exorcism: Part II begged 
to be made) and Stan (Stahl-David) - from 
their early romantic dinners at Justine’s to 
the dissolution of the relationship when she 
heads to New York to attend medical school 
and he goes to Los Angeles to pursue a 
career in film. Quickly it becomes evident 
that these are no photo-album snapshots 
but rather the masturbatory fantasies each 
character holds on to months after their 
bicoastal split. While trolling Facebook, Stan 
sees that Cathy will be back in Austin that 
weekend visiting their friend Kara (Paxton), 
so he impulsively books a flight with the 
hope of “accidentally” running in to his 
ex. He crashes with his pal Jeff (Cregger), 
who happens to be Kara’s ex-boyfriend. 
Complications ensue when the acrimony 
between Jeff and Kara interferes with Stan’s 
plan to run into Cathy. The weekend’s 
adventures are further extended by the 
introduction of new romantic possibilities 
each character finds in the course of casual 
encounters. And the dirty laundry of at least 
one of the relationships is played out on the 
Alamo Drafthouse stage during the course 
of an air-sex competition. 

The women deliver the standout per- 
formances in Love & Air Sex, with Paxton 
especially engaging as the story’s ribald 
linchpin. The film will also hold special treats 
for those familiar with the Austin landscape, 
as locations such as the Dog & Duck Pub 
and the Broken Spoke are used in addition 
to the aforementioned Justine’s. Love &Air 
Sex, with its text-message conversations and 
Facebook connections, is as of-the-moment 
as air sex.

ROBOCOP

The pointless reboot RoboCop is a cas- 
trated version of Paul Verhoeven’s grim, 
uberviolent 1987 action film about a viciously 
murdered Detroit cop who is reconstructed 
as a machine that’s designed to bring law 
and order to a city on the verge of anarchy. 
Verhoeven’s film worked both within the genre 
- it may qualify as the best shoot-’em-up of 
the Reagan era - and as a subversive punch 
gleefully aimed at Eighties-era corporate greed, 
media manipulation, and political corruption, 
American style. (Given that Verhoeven moved 
to the States to make big-budget Hollywood 
movies, his RoboCop and other equally provoc- 
ative Hollywood films bite the hand that feeds 
them. And, perversely enough, they mostly 
made a lot of money.) This remake, however, 
plays it safe, bloodless in both the literal and 
figurative senses. It’s no more subversive than 
mom or apple pie. While retaining the core 
story of a bionic man tormented by the mem- 
ory of his former human life, the film doesn’t 
play with the concept or give it new dimension. 
The whole enterprise raises the question: Why 
do filmmakers insist on remaking movies for 
no good reason? 

You’d think that the flashier special effects 
available through computer generation today 
might qualify as one reason, but this particu- 
lar remake takes limited advantage of such 
sophisticated wizardry. The action sequences 
are entertaining enough while watching them, 
but nothing sticks once you’ve left the theatre. 
The excellent use of sound, however, is the 
best thing the film has to offer. The rat-a-tat- 
tat of the frequent bursts of automatic gunfire 
enhance the action sequences without over- 
whelming them. It’s a well-taken cue from the 
Verhoeven film, which deservedly won a Special 
Achievement Oscar for sound effects editing. 

With his chiseled features and stony counte- 
nance, Peter Weller was ideal as Alex Murphy 
because the role required little exterior emo- 
tion. His RoboCop was a man - well, a portion 
of a man - of action who became a savior-hero 
to a populace terrorized by lawlessness. Here, 
the lanky Swedish-born actor Kinnaman (famil- 
iar to American audiences from the television 
series The Killing) plays Alex Murphy with a 
little more angst. He’s handsome in a loose, 
laid-back kind of way - he reminds you of Keith 
Carradine in both his physical appearance 
and acting style - and he’s not without talent.

Based on Richelle Mead’s bloodlusty and 
wildly popular series of young adult novels, 
Vampire Academy proves, if little else, that the 
tween/teen market for young vamps in love 
and death remains, in a word, unquenchable. 
Neither as polished as the Twilight franchise, 
nor as explicitly carnal as earlier, better 
forays into what is now a well-established 
subgenre of toothy adolescent females with 
exsanguination issues (John Fawcett’s 2000 
film Ginger Snaps - a wicked-smart and thor- 
oughly unnerving depiction of budding female 
sexuality - comes to mind), Vampire Academy 
instead plays like the flip side of the Buffy 
mythos twinned with Percy Jackson and the 
Olympians by way of Mean Girls, with a side of 
(what else?) Harry Potter. Screenwriter Daniel 
Waters penned the bona fide high school 
freak-out Heathers, as well, but that only 
makes this garish soap opera all the more 
depressingly banal. It’s sporadically fun but by 
no means as fulfilling as its vampiric anteced- 
ents. It’s vamp-lite-lit turned into film-franchise 
material for the novel’s built-in, core audience. 

The story has enough expositional back- 
ground to fill two Underworld outings, but the

gist of it lies in a war between the Moroi and 
the Strigoi. The former is a race of pseudo- 
Nosferatu who feed off willing partners when 
they’re not dealing with typical teenage issues 
(boys, blood, and bonding), and are led by the 
half-human/half-vampire Rose (Deutch) and 
Lissa (Fry), a Moroi princess. In an interesting 
twist, the fanged Moroi are mortal, whereas 
the Strigoi are the more traditional creatures 
of the night, complete with glowing peepers 
and pallid demeanors. Vampire Academy kicks 
off with these two besties fleeing the titular 
academy for reasons unknown. They’re quickly 
spirited back to the academy (in Montana, 
no less), where a PG-13, girl-on-girl attraction 
between Rose and Lissa is less than fully 
explored, Rose gets all hot and bothered by 
her muscular fisticuffs tutor Dimitri (Kozlovsky), 
and the living death that is high school is rei- 
magined as, well, pretty much as you probably 
remember it - with the addition of some mild 
bloodletting and far too much “witty” sass. 

It’s not a complete disaster, but even the 
appearance of Gabriel Byrne, as Lissa’s 
uncle Victor, fails to make much of a dent in 
the slapdash proceedings. Presumably, this 
is only the first adaptation of Mead’s six- 
volume young adult series. We can only hope 
the inevitable sequel will settle down into a 
darker, less comic groove. But I wouldn’t bet 
my stake on it.

Best known for 1982’s dreamlike 
Koyaanisqatsi, director Reggio segues from 
the “life out of balance” visual premise of 
his stunning debut to a calmer - but no less 
astonishing - deconstruction of the planet’s 
current state of singularly impressive dis- 
tress. Like Reggio’s previous films, including 
2002 ’s Naqoyqatsi: Life as War, Visitors is 
less a narrative film than an experimental 
tone poem set to a mellifluously repetitive 
score by Philip Glass. Its revelations auda- 
ciously bloom like time-lapse flower footage, 
subtly shifting from one aspect of the modern 
world to the next. The overall effect is akin to 
having a God-side seat to the here and now. 

The film is lensed in pristine black and 
white, with much of the striking visual imagery 
appearing and disappearing in hauntingly lovely 
ultraslow motion. Reggio’s filmmaking aesthet- 
ics continue to be awe-inspiring, whether it’s 
the remarkable opening image of eyes gleam- 
ing in the dark which are slowly, ever so slowly, 
revealed to be the grim countenance of a terri- 
bly serious seeming silverback gorilla (shades 
of 2001: A Space Odyssey there, intentional 
or not), or the ominously looming, man-made 
edifices that look like so many guard towers 
imprisoning the frame. (Or is it mankind that 
has imprisoned itself? Reggio has never been 
in the habit of offering easy answers to his 
increasingly complex visual equations.) 

There’s a more human element to Visitors, 
though. One lengthy passage features a series 
of faces - young, old, black, white - followed by 
another sequence of hands. Dislocated from 
the faces, they seem more like the appendages 
of some strange alien being rather that those 
trembly things at the ends of all our wrists.

WINTER’S TALE

For those who haven’t read the Mark 
Helprin novel on which Akiva Goldsman’s film 
is based, prepare to be confused, annoyed, 
bewildered, and yet more annoyed by the 
director’s inability to construct even the 
most basic of narrative fantasy romances. I 
haven’t read Helprin’s novel, but many in the 
audience at the screening I attended had, 
resulting in gales of laughter aimed at this 
decidedly serious film. (Even I guffawed when 
the inappropriately cast Will Smith showed 
up as Lucifer himself.) 

Farrell, charming as ever but apparently 
just as agog at the seemingly random plotting 
as every other actor here, is Peter Lake, an 
orphan set adrift, Moses-like, in the Hudson 
River in turn-of-th e-century New York City. The 
next we see him, it’s 1916 and he’s being 
pursued by a mob of black-suited bullyboys 
who are led by crime lord Pearly Soames 
(Crowe, hamming it up with suitable gusto). 
Lake escapes by divine destiny - a brilliant 
white steed, with ethereal wings no less, 
comes to his aid - and he’s off to burglar- 
ize the home of consumptive beauty Beverly 
Penn (Findlay). Catching him in the act, she 
(naturally) serves him tea, ruminates on the 
nature of destiny, and, later, dies in his arms 
after a passionate bout of deflowering. All the 
while, a narrator intones that each human 
child is born with a miracle inside and, it 
seems, Lake’s miracle was to have saved the 
life of Beverly. So much for miracles. 

We learn, by cloying dribs and drabs, that 
Pearly is a demon forever working to thwart 
these predestined “miracles,” and that the 
white horse is some angelic, universal force 
playing the opposite side, aiding the good- 
hearted. Cut to 2014 and Peter, looking 
just as fit and charming as he did a century 
before, wanders the streets of New York 
as an amnesiac, sketching chalk portraits 
of long-dead Beverly on the sidewalk and 
bumping into fate and destiny at every turn. 
Blond Hitchcock babe Eva Marie Saint makes 
a rather surprising appearance near the 
end, but it’s nowhere near enough to trans- 
form the ham-handed directorial debut of 
acclaimed screenwriter Akiva Goldsman (who 
can also be blamed for this film’s mythically 
awful screenplay) into anything but goofy, 
inexplicable dross. Targeted for a Valentine’s 
Day opening date, this particular Winter's Tale 
is more like a total winter whiteout.

Lone Survivor, which tracks a military operation that 
went horribly wrong. Based on a book published by 
the mission’s lone survivor Marcus Luttrell (played by 
Mark Wahlberg), Lone Survivor is a somber celebra- 
tion of courage that steers clear of jingoism and 
moral judgment. In 2005, four members of SEAL 
Team 10 - accompanying Luttrell are Michael Murphy 
(Kitsch), Danny Dietz (Hirsch), and Matt Axelson 
(Foster) - were dropped into northern Afghanistan 
with the aim of taking out a particular Taliban leader.

“It still happens, but when we first toured we would 
look in the weekly and see our name as 'Sebadoha,' 


or ‘Seedoh,’ and it’d be really funny when 
we’d get to the club and hear the promoter 
say, ‘You guys Sebadoha?’ 

“Sebadoha sounds like a side project, 
like Sebadoh songs played in the style of 
John Denver.” 

Lou Barlow, calling by cell phone some- 
where on the West Coast, remains his usual 
candid self. With a career spanning three 
decades and four bands, he talks like a man 
with nothing left to prove. Last year’s Defend 
Yourself is the first Sebadoh album in over 
10 years, but between tours and solo shows, 
the band hasn’t been hard to track down. 

“Making a new record was a big move for us,” 
he admits. “But we had played so many shows 


we really just wanted new songs to play.” 
We’re entering an era where classic indie- 
rock bands - Pavement, Guided by Voices, 
Sebadoh - are now looked to as legacy acts. 
At 47, Barlow’s expected to play songs he 
wrote in his early 20s. 

“I still like some of those songs because 
they’re really simplistic. It’s not just, ‘YOU 
HURT ME!’ I don’t want to blow smoke up my 
own ass, but I think they’re pretty balanced. 
When I play those songs, I feel that balance 
and it’s comforting for me. I’m not a show 
business guy, but I do feel the responsibility 
to play the songs that people want to hear.”

rhythms. The Afrocentric jazz combo dances 
with the ancestors alongside former Charles 
Mingus sideman Hamiet Bluiett, the class of 
the baritone sax fraternity. 

“I didn’t choose the baritone, the baritone got 
me,” explains the 73-year-old jazz legend from 
his New York home. “It was love at first sight 
when I was about 10 years old. I feel, think, eat, 
and drink baritone. I love that horn. I see music 
through baritone eyes. The melody is right there. 
The real melody, not those frivolous humming- 
bird melodies, but Earth melodies.” 

Bluiett broke the mold in 1977 founding 
the World Saxophone Quartet, an all-sax 
group with a bold philosophy. 


We changed the way music was played. We 
didn’t have a drummer playing metronome. 
The horns were in tune, not with a piano, but 
with each other. We broke through all of that 
with no microphones, no nothing - acoustic. 
The sound carries forever because it’s sup- 
posed to be that way.” 

Bluiett looks forward to playing untamed 
with his longtime friend. 

“I’ve known Kahil a long time. He’s really 
smart, brilliant. He’s a drummer and drum- 
mers think different. I like playing with the 
group because it has the African diaspora 
all up in it.”
